Half the sum mentioned 
by Allerton would enable them to start 4 
well-equipped packing business, which, ac- 
cording to the Socialistic agitators, would 
soon be an Elysium. If the beef and pork 
butchers at Packingtown are accustomed to 
think at all, would it not be well for them to 
think of this codperative suggestion, and see 
if the means for emancipating themselves 
from wage-slavery are not in their own 
hands ? . 


LIEBKNECHT’S “ SCIENCE OF * 
Herr Liebknecht’s exposition of the Sei- 
ence of Socialism” at the Turner-Hall meet- 
ing will hardly impress intelligent working- 
men with the wisdom of his proposals, the 
soundness of his principles, or with the 
lucidity of his arguments. As far as he can 
be understood Liebknecht insists that the 
wage system is slavery; the existence of in- 
dividual employers a curse; that State So- 
clalism ” must be established peaceably if 
possible, foreihly if necessary, His remedy 
for what he calls the iron law of wages” 
is that the laborers, including all persons 
who work for weekly or monthly salaries it 
is to be presumed, 
instead of working for an

by the State. 

This, of course, presupposes the destruc- 
tion of capital, a general leveling process, 
the confiscation of the property of those who 
have any, and the creation of a hierarchy of 
forced labor by the State under a system 
where ne person is paid wages, but all per- 
sons must work for their subsistence. Each 
person in return for his labor—and he will 
be compelled to work-—is to receive food, 
clothes, and shelter, but no money or wages, 
or even any individual property. What is 
this sort of Socialism but slavery? Wherein 
does it ‘essentially differ from the system 
that prevaſled in the South previous to eman- 
cipation except in regard to sale and pur 
chase of the slave? Liebknecht’s system 
completely downs personal liberty, ‘** throt- 
tle it, stabs it, kills it.” 

Liebknecht and his school of dreamers 
would do away with ali incentive to indi- 
vidual effort, to all display of skill or inge- 
nuity by individual workingmen. He would 
first destroy personal rights and self-reliance 
and take precaution against every effort to 
build up or recover liberty of action, He 
would probably adopt the argument of his 
associate Belfort Bax in reply to the argu- 
ments against equal wages for all kinds of 
work, that inasmuch as the gifted man is 
placed by nature on a higher level than the 
“ordinary man he should the rather forego a 
portion of his own legitimate share.” In 
other words, he ought, to be pleased to be 
placed on the same economical level with his 
natural inferiors. This is the moonshine 
philosophy of the German Socialist founded 
on the erroneous doctrine of Karl Marx that 
“the value of an article depends on the 
amount of labor socially hecessary to produce 
it. Therefore, as under the pauper social- 
istic system all workingmen would be em- 
ployed for the same number of hours, their 
compensation should be the same, and only 
sufficient for them to live on, since there 
would be no use for accumulations and no 
need of capital. 

Now, the fact is that the value of an article, 
as every tyro in political economy should 


| know, depends on its utility, desirability, and 


rarity—-not on the labor force expended on it. 
‘Less labor is expended in making a tub of 
butter than in making a toy, but the butter 
is more valuable than the toy because it is 
more useful, more desirable, and it is a rarer 
article. Itis on the absurd labor-value and 
eqjual-recom pense theory also that Liebknecht 
bases his false statement that “if the capi- 
talist gave the laborer an equivalent for his 
labor the capitalist would, at the end of the 
year, have no more than at the beginning.” 

Is the capitalist to have no return for his 
own time and labor, fer the ingenuity he ex- 
ercises, for his skill in economizing, for his 
investments in plant and machinery, for his 
superior ability acquired after years of pa- 

tient industry. This monstrous doctrine is 
but the raving of madmen or the cant of 
knaves. . 

Another statement based on the Marx the- 
ory and which is false in addition is that 
the National wealth of all the nations grows 
by millions every year, but it remains in the 
hands of the capitalists.” This is not true 
in the sense that it was used by the Socialist 
orator. If by “ capitalists” he means those 
who have accumulated property and whose 
accumulations are invested in industrial en- 
terprises, a great majority of the American 
people are capitalists (all farmers, for ex- 
ample, are capitalists.) Their wealth increases 
yearly as the result of their individual ex- 
ertions, which Liebknecht would place a veto 
on. The millions of owners of town prop- 
erty who labor for wages are capitalists to 
the extent of their property. They offer 
their work for wages and exchange the 
wages for the products of other paid work- 
ers, and thus really exchange work and 
products with their fellow-toilers, and that 
is the nature, function, and meaning of 
wages, altho Liebknecht strangely overlooks 
or ignores it or ignorantly doesn’t compre- 
hend so simple and obvious a fact. Reflect- 
ing workmen do not consider that the accept- 
ance of pay in money has imposed on them 
any slayery.“ They do not consider them- 
selves wage slaves in any sense of the word. 
Nor is there any truth in the statement that 
what the laborer earns on the average is only 
sufficient to keep him alive. The aceumula- 


merly. This is the result of that which 
Leibknecht falsely calls the wage-slavery 
system of America. 

But it is impossible to follow this fatuous 
phiJosopher through his shallow sophistries. 
He professes to found his so-called teach;ings 
on the principles of political economy. He 
does not appear to understand them, To put 
bis ideas into practice would be to destroy 
pretty much all incentive to human effort or 
progress, and to put a premium on laziness, 
duliness, incapacity, and unthrift. It would 
punish industry, ingenuity, Skill, enterprise, 
and ambition by destroying reward or hope 
of betterment. It would rob those whe by 
their frugality, self-denial, sobriety, and 
skill have -accumulated anything, and it 
would not greatly improve the position of 
the unfortunate persons who, mostly through 
their own faults, have saved nothing. It 
would establish National pauperism by de- 
stroying National wealth. It is not creditable 
to the intelligence of his audience that they 
applauded his wicked principles and doc 
trines. They were doubtless of the class 
that any change would benefit, and have not 
long preceded Herr Llebhnecht to this coun- 
try. 


THE SITUATION IN INDIANA. | 

Indiana generally makes a great deal of 
noise during the campaign and then subsides 
into political mediocrity, but this time it is 
just the other way. So long as the fight was 
actually on hardly a ripple passed over the 
broad expanse of water. No sooner, how- 
ever, had the contending men-of-war stopped 
firing than the billows begin to rise and toss. 
It looks very much as if our sister State was 
jealous of the post-election notoriety her next- 
door neighbor Illinois achieved in 1884-’85, 
when it was confronted with a Senatorial 
election by a General Assembly which was a 
tie between the two great parties, with no 
third party man in a position to break the 
deadlock. A truly honorable election was a 
sheer impossibility until what the law terms 
an act of God” changed the situation and 
gave the Republicans a majority of one. 
Theré was more rejo over that one mem- 
ber born out of due than over all the 


| Republicans originally elected. 


The parallel between the two States will 
hold good, so far as concerns the central 
fact of a tie, if Dr. Taggart, Republican, is 
elected State Senator over the present Demo- 
cratic Senator, MeOlure, The latter is a 
“floater” or joint Senator from Jefferson 
and Clark Counties. According to the orig- 
inal returns the Democrats won by two votes. 
Of course there will have to be a recount in 
both counties before a finality can be reached. 
It is claimed that there were fourteen or fif- 
teen Taggart votes thrown out in Clark 
County, According to the first returns for 
the State ticket those two counties stood: 
Clark, Democratic majority of 922 and Re 
publican loss of 113; Jefferson, Republican 
majority of 704 and Democratic loss of 242. 
These State figures would indicate, so far as 
they bear upon the matter at all, that the 
Democrats have the district, but as they 
claim it by only two plurality the result is 
evidently an open question. 

On the face of the returns the Democrats 
claim thirty-one Senators and forty-five Rep- 
resentatives. Conceding to the Republicans 
nineteen Senators and fifty-five Representa- 
tives, on joint ballot, if this division of 
power should hold good, there would bea 
total vote of 150—seventy-six Democrats and 
seventy-four Republicans—a difference of 
two, but a majority of one. + With Taggart 
in and McClure out the joint ballot for 
Un States Senator would probably result 
in seventy-five votes tor each candidate, Mr. 
Edward McPherson said two years ago that 
Lilinois was the first State to have a tie on 
joint ballot for Senator, but Indiana may 
**see” that feat, or even go it one better, for 
if a recount makes barely one change in the 
result of the Taggart-McClure contest there 
will be an absolutely unparalleled double- 
play-—a tie on a tie. Gen. Harrison may yet 
have the benefit of a situation even more in- 
terestigg than the one which kept the name 
of Gen. Logan so long before the public and 
made him the observed of all political ob- 
servers. 


THE COUNTY BOARD OFFICERS. 

The reform of the County Board—or 
rather of the methods of that body—is being 
already eagerly discussed throughout this 
county. The necessity for it is apparent. 
The county has been brought almost to the 
verge of bankruptcy by the profligate ex- 
travaganee of the Van Pelt gang of Com- 
missioners, It was stated ata meeting the 
other day, where Van Pelt figured as prinei- 
pal spokesman, that the tax levy for the 
next fiscal year will only yield $1,700,000 
for county purposes, and against this bills to 
the amount of $1,200,000 have been allowed 
by the gangsters. Thus there is only $500,- 
000 avallabie for running the county institu- 
tions next year. It has been suggested that 
the judgments in favor of Nelson and Sex- 
ton, the old Court-House contractors, 
amounting to $200,000, be not paid next 
year, but allowed to stand, as they are pay- 
ing the holders 6 per cent interest and the 
latter are not urgent, This would leave 
$700,000 for general county purposes, and 
by economizing in many directions it might 
suffice to tide the county over for a year, 

The new board will have to deal with this 
very difficult problem. Van Pelt and a ma- 
jority of his gang, fortunately for the taxpay- 
ers, have been bounced and will have nothiyg 
to do with it. In the new board there will 
be eight or nine men who can be depended 
on te act honestly, let us hope, and in the 
interest of economy. With a clear-headed, 
economical Chairman and honest methods fn 
the board, bedrock prices for supplies, and a 
period to contracts fur some time at least, 
the $700,000 at the disposal of the Commis- 
sioners can be stretched over a good deal. 
The Republican Commissioners have an ex- 
cellent opportunity to make a good record 
for themselves and their party in this matter. 
They will be held responsible for failure to 
utilize their opportunity. The Republicans 
in the present board were handicapped by 
three or four backsliding members, who al- 
ways voted and caucused with Van Pelt. 
There must bea change in methods here- 
after, or the Republican party, to whom the 
newly-elected owe their suecess, will be held 
responsible for failure. 

And as the Republicans are to be held to 
accountability it is most desirable that there 
should be a complete change in the personnel 
of the officers of the various county institu- 
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ut will be to their political interest to make 
an extravagant record. Their resignavons 
ought to be demanded as sdon as the board 
is reorganized. Economieal men in the 
places occupied by those officers will find a 
11 * in get — 2 — 
down expenses can g ö 
less help; they can insist that contractors 
shall furnish supplies in kind and quantity 
as agreed in the contracts. They can pre- 
vent wastage and the support at the public 
expense of persons who ought not to be 
charges on the county, The cost of main- 
taining paupers and lupatics ean in this way 
be reduced to the cost of maintaining the 
same classes of persons in the State institu- 
tions. That the officers referred to and 
some of their subordinates have been waste- 
ful and extravagant will hardly be denied, 
There is no hope that they will become 
economical now, or that they will insist on 
economy. A clean sweep ought to be made 
of them, and, being all of the Jack: 
sonian school, they cannot’ complain if 
their own doctrines shall be applied to them. 
The ax should be laid at the root of the tree. 

The circumstances. of the county, its finan- 
cial condition, the character of the persons 
to whom the officers referred to owe their po- 
sitions render a change to Republican offi- 
cers imperative. If the Republicans are to 
have the credit of reform and economy they 
must bring it about by means of Republican 
officials. They should not be saddied with 
the blame for the extravagance or worse of 
Democratic subordinates. 

The honest Republican Commissioners 
ought therefore come together and agree on 
the election of a suitable Chairman, the ap- 
pointment of good committees, desirable 
changes in the method of transacting the 
county’s business, and the selection of care- 
ful Republican officers for the various de- 
partments who will put those desirable 
changes into effect thoroughly and com- 
pletely. Any Republican Commissioner 
who will oppose those changes is recreant to 
his pledges, is unfaithful to his duty, 1s sure 
to be influenced by boodle, and ought to be 
read out of the party. 


Ir is satisfactory to note that with the ap- 
proval of the Circuit Court the Sheriff has 
taken upon himself the duty of protecting 
the property of the packers at the Stock- 
Yards and of preserving the peace. The 
Sheriff’s officers will be more efficient than 
any private detective or police force. They 
will be acting under authority of the law be- 
yond any question of doubt, and their efforts 
to restrain the riotously-inclined will be re- 
spected accordingly. As guardians of the 
peace they will have the confidence of the 
packers, and they will not be so obnoxious 
to the strikers as a private force, The Sher- 
iff could not employ the extra men at this 
time but that he has confidence that the new 
County Board will reimburse him for present 
payment to them, and the packers will prob- 
ably insure him against loss on account 
of interest. The Sheriff's force will no 
doubt act promptly and effectively. It is its 
duty.to protect those who want to work from 
assault by those who do not want to work. 
The strikers should not be tolerated in the 

practice of lawlesness. They have volun- 
tarily given up good wages and steady work. 
They were free to stay at good pay if they 
desired. They must not be permitted to in- 
terfere with ofgérs who want to work and | 
who are as much in need of the price of their 
labor as the strikers. The latter have only 
themselves to blame for being out of employ- 
ment. They took the advice of walking- 
delegate demagogs instead of the advice of 
their best friends. They probably wanted to 
escape ware slavery.“ They have escaped 
it, bat are not happy. It ie simply intoler- 
able that free American eitisens should not 
be permitted to do legitimate labor at big pay 
for the support of themselves and their fam- 
ilies without being subjected to assault and 
abuse, 


Jomackinism in Cincinnati. 

The difference between honest voting and 
dishonest voting, between a fair count 
and a fraudulent count, between un- 
forged and forged returns, is shown 
in the record of Precinct A, Fourth 
Ward, which, it is almost needless to say, is in 
Cincinnati, as that precinct hag achieved a 
National reputation. The figures of the last 
three elections are not only very peculiar but 
very suggestive. At the last Presidential elee- 
tion, whep the polle were watched by a United 
States Supervisor, the vote of this precinct 
was as follows:

There were no forged tally-sheeta, no addition 
of hundreds of bogus names to the poll-list, 
and under the new law only voters bonestiy 
registered could vote.

Under the new law Precinct A was divided, 
and is now composed of Precincts A and H. 
It will be seen that with an bonest vote the 
Democrats lose 548 and the Republicans gain 
115 as compared with the poodle gang's elec- 
tion, While the falling off on each side, as 
compared with the Presidential election, is the 
natural decrease of an off year. The differ- 
ence between an honest and a dishonest elec- 
tion may be shown by some more figures in 
the Cinciunati election tables. In 1885 the 
boodle gang counted for themselves the Fourth 
Ward by 1,103, the Sixtn by 1,238, the Bighth by 
1,071, and the Nineteenth by 1,020 majority. 
The Republicans protested that these were dis- 
honest majorities. The boodle gang claimed 
on the other band that they were honest, and 
they had so far covered up their tracks that 
the frauds could not be proven. An honest 
election bas now let in the light upon them. 
Last Tuesday the Fourth Ward gave 436 Demo- 
cratic majority, the Sixth 133, the Eigutu 255, 
and the Nineteenth 375, while the changes in 
the other wards show the natural degree of 
fluctuation between one ejection and another. 
The beodie gang carried the city in 1885 by 652 
majority. The actual extent of the fraud is 
now apparent. The Republicans carry the 
city by 3,923,a net gain of 4,575, Figures 
sometimes are not only peculiar but very elo- 
quent.

WAR OVER PROHIBITION, 


Liquor-Dealers Fighting Hard Against the 
Law—Rioting Feared, 

Havrpax, N. 8., Nov. 4.— [New York 
World. |—Dispatches from Moneton, N. B., the 
headquarters of the Intercolonial Railway, ae- 
scribe great excitement in that town over the 
enforcement of local prohibition laws. All the 
liquor-dealers have been convicted and the Su- 
preme Court has confirmed the convictions. 
The dealers, however, have set the decisions of 
the Supreme Court at defiance and aunounced 
that they will appeal to the English Privy 
Council. As fast as the liquor-dealers are con- 
victed of selling they bring charges of perjury 
against the witnesses giving evidence against 
them. Stipendiary magistrates try the charyes 
against the dealers; but a liquor-dealer named 
Rand, who is a magistrate and whose mawister- 
ial office ie next door to nis barroom, sits on 
all the cases brought against the temperance 
witnesses, and be has already committed sev- 
eral tor perjury. 

Rand committed a man tamed Orossman 
Tuesday for trial betore the Supreme Court 
for perjury. As was leaving the 
court be was attacked and brutally beaten and 
kicked by George P. Thomas, a lawyer, who 
was counsel for the liquordealers. 
immediately rushed. back to Justice Rand's 
presence, pleaded guilty to common assault, 
and the rum-selling magistrate fined him the 
nominal penalty of $3. Meanwhiie Crossman 
had laid a complaint before Justice Smith. 
Lawyer Thomas before Judge Smith 
and flourished in the latter’s face a certificate 
of convieuon for this assault trom Justice 
Rand. Smith refused to recognize Justice

My training and avocations have not es ly 
fitted me for such examinations, so it is dtful 
whether my employment in them would be bene- 
ficial or satisfactory to the public. But I have 
a further reason for declining the office. 
An examination of this kind, I am told, 
is treated as a sort of entertainment 
given to the Commissioners by the officiais of the 
road subjected to the examination ; that free rides 
in palace-cars, free quarters at hotels, and a 
hospitality which is at the same time generous 
and sei are commonly extended.

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BUTLER BLAMED FOR II. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE sTOCE-* 
¥YAR0S STRIKE SAID TO BE HIS, 


A General Walkout Ordered Yesterday— 
About Half the Employes Go Ont, and 
All May Be Out Tomorrow—Keasons 
Given for the Order to Strike—The Em- 
Ployers Stabbora—New Men Not to Be 

- Discharged for Old—More Deputies to 

the Front. 

The strike of the Stock-Yards butchers was 
made geveral late yesterday afternoon, and, 
acting Ou the instructions of a waiking-dele- 
gate committee, about 6.000 men quit work at 
the various packing-nouses. This is about ) 
balt of those at present employed at the 
houses. and tomorrow it is expected the rest 
will refuse to return to work, making a total 
of some 12,000 or 14.000 men lo the pork-pack- 
ing establ shments and 4.000 men in the beef 
department. There are not much over 1,500 
beef-burchers employed in the three beet 
houses at the yards, but all the men who work 
in these houses are known as beef men. The 
200 men who left Armour’s beef-bouse the 
day before yesterday returned in the morn- 
ing and were taken bac&, but it is tuougbt that 
all of the men will de out by Mondays. 

The Strike Committee of District Assembly 


No. 57 nas issued the following official state- 


went of the grievances of the men, and de- 
sire its publication as the official utterance of 


the only committee authorized to furnish a 
statement covering the reasons for the strike: 
Fea that the ition of the strik em- 
siewts of tae Union Stock-Yarde will ag ewe 
Gerstood, we make the following statement in 
rd to the situation: When the men returned 
to the ten hour system a few weeks ago, by order 
of T. B. Barry, there was great dissatisfac- 
tion at the loss of the eight-hour day, 
and itis doubtful if they would have returned 
had they not been made to believe that the re- 
turn to ten hours was but a tempo retreat, 
and that in the near future, when opportunity 
offered, they were again to reclaim the eight-hour 
day. This opportunity was furnished by the em- 
—*.— in the beet houses of Swift and Nelson 
orris going out on strike—the two houses which 
had continued the eight-hour day until last Mon- 
day. The attempt on their part to reéstablish 
the ten-hour system met wi @ refusal on the 
part of their men. This, coupled with the im- 
plied understanding that the pork men were also 
to make an effort im the near future in this direc 
tion, is responsible for the present strike. 

The rensons for this general strike are as 
follows: A meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee was held yesterday morning at 11 
o'clock, and the result wus a propos tion to the 
various puckers of the Stock- Yards asking for 
eight bourses, but agreeing to a reduction in 
wages of 10 per cent tor skied labor, 5 per 
crnt for men gettum $1.60 per day, and ali 
getting less to suffer no reduction, all to work 
eigbt bours per day. This proposition was 
indignantly rejected, and the waiking-deiegate 
comm ttee began its work. It called at Ar 
mour’s and handed «a letter to one 
of the men at work there, but he 
refusea to touch it. The order 
was banded to another man, and as be cpened 
it the curamittee walked of. When the man 
bad read the contents of the letter he started 
after the committe, but it bud disappeared. 
The order was not read to the men, 
but crowds of workmen with their tools and 
palis coming by Armour’s notified the men, 
and a large number quit at once, although it 
was pear closing time. Besides Armour’s, men 
left f om the Internationa: house, Subetboru's. 
Moran & Healy's, J. C. Hately’s, John Morreil’s, 
Henry Boisiora’s, Fowler Bros.“, leaving 1 500 
bogs uncut, John Moran's, and the Chicago 
Packing & Provision Company's, leavmg a 
number of bogs on the bench. While the or- 
der was disregarded by some, the :arge num- 
ber who left last nicht may have the effect of 
keeping the est out tomorrow morning. 

Some of the packers stated yesterday that 
they would le to shut down for thirty or 


sixty days until the men were tired. a 


“We ere more solid than ever.” said a 
packer yeste: day, “as we have the beef men 
with us now, and we propose to fight the thing 
out. It ie ten bours all around or no work. 
Any man whe quits will got be 
taken back, that is certain. We are 
disyt sted at having a strike every 
week. We can get alithe men we want in a 
lithe wn le. and none of them will be dis- 
charged to make room for those now out. The 
pork mea were satisfied with the teo-hour ar- 
rengemunpt. and were ordered out simply to 
show es mpathy with the beef butchers. 
bave asked nahme. They waut nothime. The 
move is a very foolish one, and we are tired of 
such conduct. The big houses like Armour 
and Swift bave prepared for a winter cam- 
paign, and the rest ot us will foliow suit, as we 
are a unit in everything. We are going to run 
our houses with new men, if necessary, and in 
a monte or 60 expect to be.independeat of 
those who remain out. 

The report that members of the General 
Executive Board of the Knigtts of Labor bad 
arr.ved and were finavestigutmg the troubies 
was stated to be untrue, the members of the 
local committees denying the report. What- 
ever action bas been taken, they said, bas 
been done by the local commmtees. Suould 
the Genera! Board take hoid of the matter it is 
believed an end would be immediately put to 
the strike. It is charged througbuut Lake that 
Butler is at the bottom of ali the troubie. The 
rise is not in the bands of the Execu:ive 
Board of District Na. 67, but of a Strike Com- 
mittee consisting of twenty-three delegates 
irom the various assemblies interested, with 
Butler at tneir bead. Why the strike should 
be sprexd when tne odds aguinst the men were 
80 great and no host of 0 
evance of winning visible i some 
thing that Mr. Butier wil bare to 
exviain, His signature is affixed to all che or- 
ders 10 strike, and whetber the issuance’ oi 
such ortiers by bim is egal is a question that 
some of his colleagues have propounded to 
bim without any satisfactory expianation. 
Among the strikers are mea of brains and 
sense who Dave endeavored to impress upon 
the men their true position, but their efforts 
bare not been appreciated. They say that But- 
ler has made promises to thew and led them 
on until new they are in a muddle they cannot 
getoutof. They say, further, that Butier bas 
neitber the brains nor the executive ability to 
contro! 25,000 men and bold their very exist- 
ence in bs bands. He bas catered to the mob 
instead of labor for the interests of the 
workingmen. Never was such an upder-cur- 
rent of oppesivon to bim felt in the Towa of 
Lake, and tbis will break out in 
a form that may make it hot 
ior utier. Interviews were had with 
a coupie of men who have been working bard 
to piace the strike in a right light before the 
men. The order to the pork men to strike was 
signed, it was given out, by Butler, Marshall, 
and Sbennshan. 

“When Barry was bere,” said the knight, 
„be found that the Executive Board of No. 57 
was totally unfit and jucompetent to bandie 
the strike, aud be eald that bad the board con- 
tained more competent wen there would be 
less trouble. He appointed a committee of 
bis own, consisting of five good men, anc left. 
These men ordered Armour's beef-butchers 
back on e gut hours, but the empiloyés, finding 
they could only go back at ten bouwra, volun- 
tarily did so.

New York publisher: 

A nice lookmg young man visited bim 
some time ago, anxious to get a special 
publication that bore the publisher's 
imorint. A few days later de came for au- 
other and a little later for yet another, then 
another and another, until bis vis te were al- 
most of daily ocour:ence. He always saw tho 
proprietor; be always mentioned the iact that 
he was purchusing, not for himself, but for a 
Wal street broker, whose name and address 
be never failea to reveut along with quota- 
tions from the opinions of that vroker showing 
rare appreciation, even fondness, for the 
publisber, whose acquaintunce he did 
not bappen to enjo.. Perbaps the pub- 
lisber was a littie flattered; anybow, before 
long the broker's clerk and the pubi sher never 
met without pleasant references to the broker, 
bis health, hie business, and the like. One day 
in dropped the broker's clerk once more. Tois 
t'me it was not a book that be wanted. He 
bad ascheme, or rather be came to explain 
that the broser bad a scheme. There were 
millions in it, and the broker In bis affection 
for the publisher was anx out to let the latter 
in on the round =s§- floor. Just for 
a mere trie of $2000 or $3,000 ‘the 
publisher sbould have an oppurtunity to 
make tens of thousands, but be most be 
quick, for the broker was offering hum this 
short cut to fortune upon Bit.dwagespeus:bil- 
ity. Graspmyg millionaires who were interested 
mirut nter ere at any time uniess the contract 
be quickly closed. It was closed. Tue mining 
broker's clerk comes no more, that ground 
floor gave way, and there was no subcellar be- 
neath. The money that the publisher had tn- 
vested be hae lost to the last penny, a loss 
that is not relieved much by the remembranve 
ot how écientifieaiiy the duping wus done by 
the plaus ble cierk who used to come purchase 
ing a new book every day. This case of the 
publisher is not an altogether unexceptional 
one. 


AN ATTEMPTED ASSASINATION. 


An American Artist Assaulted in a Railway 
Carriage Near Cannes. 

Paris, Nov. 6.—[Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett.}—Anotber assusination in a 
railway carriage took place today on the Paris 
& Lyons line between Monte Ca lo and Cannes, 
the victim being Mr. Briard, an American 
artist. Briard was seated in a secund-class 
carr age, and in the omer corvers of tne com- 
partment were seated three men who looked 
as if they were commercial travelers. Walle 
Briard was taking a nap bis three fellow-tray- 
elers suddenly eprang upon bim. Briard struck 
out at bis ussallants plucki y w.th dis fists and 
made a good fight; but be was soon qverpow- 
ered by a tremendous blow on the bead wn u 
bi ly and received tree stabs wilh a stiletto. 
One of these stabs, a tearful cut in the stom- 
ach, it is feared may prove fatal, Briard sunk 
apparently lifeless upon the floor of the com- 
partment and tbe assasins searched his pock- 
ete and took a purse contuinig 825 franes. 
Beleving weir victim to be dead they opened 
the door of the compartment and jumped off the 
train before its arrival at Canoes and disup- 
peared, At Cannes the empioyés found Briard 
ly ms in a pool @! biood. He was not dead, but was 
at once removed to a hotel and cared fcr. In 
a few minutes be regained consciousness and 
gave a short account of the terrible scene 
above described to the police, who bop to 
capture the assusins. Tois attempted assasi- 
nation at about 8 o clock at aight od the iipe 
of a railway most frequeuteu by American 
tourists bas renewed the punto in the raiway 
traveling pubiic caused by the murder of 
Bareme near Paris last year. Briard is at bis 
own house in Cannes, and, though in a critical 
state, his life ie nut despaired of.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 6. —[Special.] — 
The vote on Congressmen in this State has 
been received officially from but a few coun- 
ties as yet, but they show that the revulsion of 
politieal feeling was even greater on candi- 
dates for Congress than on the State ticket. 
In 1884 tne Democratic Congressional plurality 
in the several counties was 10.684, greater by 
3.296 than the plurality on Governor. So tar 
as known, the Congressional pluratities this 
year are follows: First District, 1.000 Repab- 
lican; Second, 900 Democratic; Third, 2,000 
Democratic: Fourth, 550 Democratic; Filth, 
810 Democrativ; Sixth, 8.000 Republican;

Democratic. Io the Third and Twelfth there 
were independent Democratic candidates in 
the field, so that it is impossible to calculate 
the gain there.

of War, at Work on His Models for 
About Twenty Years—Means by Which 

the Vessel Is Handled and Guided 
While in Motion—The Monster War En- 
gines to Be Blown Into Pieces While 
Decks. 

New Tonk, Nov. 6.—(Special.|—The sub- 
marine torpedo-boat Peacemaker, which made 
another trial trip today, was not conceived in a 
hurry, but, on the contrary, Prof. J. H. L. 
Tuck, her designer, has given much of his 
time since 1862 to the development of a 
@irigeable and practically useful submarine 
torpedo-boat—one that would move by ber 
own power and be guided as promptiy and in- 
telligently 100 feet under water as if she were 
speeding on tne surface. It wasduring the 
early naval operations of the War of the Re- 
bellion that be first turned his attention to the 
subject, and during the hours be could spare 
from his profession—that of a geologist, min- 
_eralogist, and mining-engineer, with head- 
quarters at San Francisco. Eventually he 
came East and contracted with the Delamater 


bull, which they did from his designs, thirty 
feet in length by emht feet in 
depth, and seven feet six width of beam. 
She was constructed so that the resistance of 
the water is equalized from the centre, ber 
egg-sbapea bull keeping ber upon an even keel 
when in motion, a vitally important matter to 
the crew when submerged. She has a dis- 
placement of about twenty tons, and is pa 
lasted with pig lead to the water’s edge, so that 
when in motion and her bow rudders are de- 
fiected and those at ber stern raised, she in- 
stantly inclines downward at a slight angle 
and dives out of sight guite as gracefully and 
noiselesly as any big fish would. She cost 
some $16,000 to build when launched all com- 
plete in 1884. Her hull is of three-eighth-inch 
iron plate, lap-streaked, and strongiy * 
while her bow and stern come to wedge-shaped 
polats; ber lines are easy and graceful, and 
though not as handsome as some of the singu- 
lar cigar-shaped crafts devised elsewhere, ehe is 
much bandier, and under full headway can be 
turned in little morethan ber own iength. 
The deck or upper hull (for the boat is virtu- 
ally a big iron cylinder) is not so steep in its 
curves as the lower sections, enabling ber 
crew to walk about on the deck when she is at 
the surface. Access to the interior is had 
through a narrow manhole near the stern. 
When the crew bave entered a heavy iron 
cover hinged to the deck is shut down on rub- 
ber linings and screwed water-tight. The boat 
is then hermetically sealed and no water can 
enter at any point. Along the ridge of the 
deck astrong iron plate has been fastened 
edgewise. It resembies the dorsal fin of a 
fish, while the pectoral ana ventral vins are 
represented by the boat’s four borigontal rud- 
ders—two forward and two aft. The first ex- 
perimental trips were made without the 
“dorsal fin,” and resulted in the crew nearly 
losmg their lives, as the little dome 
for the pilot to 
bad nothing to protect it, and the boat 
suddenly rising oneday came up beneath a 
vessel, the dome was broken, and in rushed 
the water in torrents. Down sbe went Uke a 
stone, but as luck would bave it there was 
sufficient compressed air caught inside to give 
the poor feliows breath until they could be 
rescued. The flu now effectually protects the 
dome from coilision; it also steadies the boat 
when diving and is indented amidsbips so as 
to fit close against a sbip’s keel, the boat rising 
crosswise thereof and thus steadying her 
while the crew is attacting the torpedoes to 
the sbip. For this special purpose an ingenious 
contrivance bas deen fashioned, consisting of 
two rubber sleeves fitted snugly to arm-hoies 
in the deck adjoining the stcersman’s dome, 
one on each side of the upper fin: Inte these 
the operator thrusts his hands to attach the 
torpedo to the doomed ship above. The dome 
is only ome foot in bight and fourteen inches 
in diameter, and is provided with narrow and 
thick giass panes, and a bull's-eye on the top 
admitting considerable light when the boat 
dig. near the surface. There is nothing elise 
visible on the deck but a small whistle, which 
is tooted deflantly as the boat dives out of 
sight. Wen the first trips were made, in 
1884, the boat was bropelled by stored elec 
tricity, but it was a failure, and the apparatus 
was removed to give place to a soda-gener- 
ator, one of the most successful new depart- 
ures io steam-engineering on record. Another 
“thing done away with was the arrangement 
for the pilot to sit jn au open chamber, being 
supplied with compressed air cooveyed by 
means of two rubber tubes connected to bis 
waterproof bélmet. lo August, 1884, a serious 
Accident happened to the pilot, John Rich. 
The boat haa been submerged, Prot. Tuck and 
an electrician bes aside, while Rich was at 
bis post and gave signals every few seconds to 
those below. Suddenly they ceased. when the 
Professor, suspecting something wrong, 
pumped out the water ballast, the boat rose 
and was pulled ashore, when it was found that 
Riebh nad fallen in his compartment in a fit 
and lay across the air-pipes, completely shut- 
ting of bis supply of air. It was a close 
shave. Changes were afterward made, and 
since then ail bands are securely accommo- 
dated inside the bull. 

The boat is propelied by a fourteen-borse 
power Westingbouse engine,very compact and 
easily handied.. The great achievement bas 
been the substitution ofa soda steam-gener- 
ator for the electric motor. The caustic soda 
is prepared on the dock at Delamater's, being 
charged at 420°, and being introduced to the 
boiler contaiuing 120 tubes for steam-raising. 
One thousand five hundred pounds of caustic 
soda at 95° run the boat for five hours, and it 
is a safe, ecotomical chemical ‘fuel. The 
heat generated is enormous, eighty pounds 
of steam bemg raised in a few minutes, 
and the pressure generally carried ran¢- 
ing from 120 to 140 pounds, opropeil- 
ing the boat at eight knots an hour on 
the surface, and at from sik to seven and a 
half when submerged. There is a powertu! 
steam-pump for discharging the water ballast. 
carried in circular tanks fore and aft, and air- 
‘pumps for condensing air whenever neosssary. 

The Peacemaker is caiculated to carry eignt 
of the largest-sized torpedoes, which are at- 
tached to the deck, four onaside, by eye- 
bolts. ‘ihe fastenings are connected with a 
Piston in the interior. By pulling duwn on 
this the torpedoes are released, and being 
buoyed by cork, float up under the keel of the 
vessel to be destroyed, an electric wire at- 
tached unreeling from the boat. At the proper 
moment the Dutton its pressed (if necessary as 
lar away as 300 yards) and the torpedoes are 
exploded, the enemy being absolutely beipiess 
and unconscious of the stealthy movements 
of the submerged boat. The boat had several 
bigbiy successtul experimental trips in Au- 
gust, 1886, going down as far as forty-five feet, 
and remaining under water (and under ber 
own steam traveling several miles) for a 
period of thirty-five minutes. This prolonged 
test excited the greatest interest among the 
naval and wilitary experts on the accompany- 
ing tug. Maj. Bond of the British army, after 
surve; ing the unruffied surface of the river at 
the spot where the Peacemaker bad disap- 
peared, remarked; 

Professor, 1 fear the worst;

Prof. Tuck replied expressing the utmost 
confidence in ber safety, and eventually she 
quietiy rose nearly two miles up the river! 
The Major and everybody eise were emazed 
and delighted. “With a fleet of those,” said

Admiral Porter has expressed the opinion in 
writing that witb six of these submarine boats 
be could drive off the strongest attacking fleet 
from New York within twenty-four hours. 

The Chinese Government's Naval Attaché 
bas made a full investigation of the Peace- 
maker, and it is uaderstood that a contract 
will soon be closed for the building of several 
similar boats for that Power. The Russians 
have also given the boat the closest attention, 
and it would seem as it the most difficult 
phases of submarine navigation bad been 
solved. 

Prof. Tuck is sanguine that be can yet buiid 
large subwearine steamers fitted up to cross the 
Straits of Dover and other tempestuous cban- 
neis, thus insuring. perfectiy quiet passage 
across, as twenty feet below the surface wave 
motion ceases. He claims that, to avoid the 
borrors of seasickgess, the great majority of 
passengers would prefer the route under 
water in a powerful steamer, witb luxariantiy- 
gee type rye! and cabins and brilliantly 
lit witb el lights, to the present steam- 
ers, with we insepaefable accompaniment of 
seagickness.

A FATAL SHOOTING AFFRAY. 


Three Negroes Attack a White Man and 
One of Them Is Shot Dead. 

CurnBert, Ga., Nov. 6.—(Special. |—Shell- 
man, known familiariy as Ward's Station, was 
today the scene of an attempt on the part of 
a family of negroes on the lives of several of 
the best citizens. of that place, in which they 
partially eueceeded, and in which one of their 
number was shot dead on the spot, 

George Oliver, one of the best citizens in the 
place, is Postmaster, express agent, and teie- 
graph operator and be is assisted by his 
son, Joe, a man just attaining manbood. 
Yesterday a negro girl named Frances Cole- 
man went tothe depot to look Biter a box. 
Waile there she took offense at something and 
returned bome, a distance of half a mile from 
the station, reported the matter to ber broth- 
ers. who at once determined to resent the 
wounded dignity of their dusky sister. Arming 
themselves this morning with sticks and 
knives, they repaired to the depot, and, seek- 
ing out Joe Oliver, at an opportune time, set 
upon bim suddenly. plunging a knife into bis 
throat, outtu it trom ear to ear. They then 
fled for bome. At this juncture 
Jesse Oliver, a brother of George, and 
uncle of the unfortunate lad whose 
throat wat eut, accompanied by the father, 
ab u the ground. They at once gave 
pursuit and were not long in overtaking the 
youug tegroes at or near their home. The 
mother, an oid negress, ran out with a musket, 
handed it to one of her sons and commanded 
bim to enoot. he did so, and at the crack of 
the gun Jesse Oliver fell from his horse. The 
pegro girl, the inatigator of the whole affair, 
ran forward, seized the musket and ciubbed 
bim on the bead, completely shattering the 
stock of the gun and crushing in bis skull. 
The effect of the shot was to shatter bis 
left arm, from the elbow to the shoulder, and 
at the latest reports pbysicians are preparing 
to amputate it. After Mr. Oliver was shot 
irom bis horse one of the negro men was shot 
dead in his tracks; one escaped iuto the woods 
and it is said escaped from the pursuing par- 
ty. The third negro, the girl, and the woman 
were brought to this place this evening by a 
heavy guard. Their cases will be investigated 
Monday. Iu the meantime Judge Ciark has 
ordered a heavy guard to be piaced around 
the jail day and night by way of precaution, 
as the pub.ic might attempt to take the law in 
band. It is thought young Oliver wil, die, 
while Jesse is in a precarious condition,

The Coal Stocks—New Schemes on Foot. 

New York, Nov. 6.—|Special.]—The Times’ 
financial article says: The event which most 
affected the marketin the last week was the 
election. Wall street generally bad antict- 
pated the election.of Mr. Hewitt, out it was 
staggered at the big vote rolieaup by Henry 
George. Apprehension was felt, not at what 
people here would think about it, but what 
London . holders of American stocks would 
think, It was feared so much alarm would be 
excited tnat a general selling movement would 
be started from the otner side. A vast amount 
of our securities are held there; more proba- 
bly than were ever held before, for the London 
traders have become educated to dealing in 
“Americans,” and they have been the 
leading feature in the speculation over there 
for some months past, Many representatives 
bere of English houses cabled their principais 
the night of the election to sell their American 
stocks as political affaira were assuming an 
alarming aspect. London did sell, and con- 
tinued selling till yesterday, when there. was a 
cessation of the movement. It demonstrates 
what a strength there is in this market that it 
should have been able to stand the pressure 80 
easily as it did. “They will soon stop sell- 
ing,” said some of the shrewd operators here, 
“when they sec there is no scare 
on this side.” It was a rather anxious 
time, however, because so strong 4&4 
support bas been given from London 
that operators have watched the London mar- 
ket even more closely than our owa, for they 
argued that the first symptoms of a serious 
break in prices would appeer first there, if 
they appeared at ali. But the apprehension is 
now past, tor the last week bas sbown the 
support of the market to be so broad that it 
can stand London selling without trouble. 
Tne English hoiders who threw over their 
stocks have lost them. o At a trifling recession 
in prices lots of buyers were found for them 
on this side, and the week ends with prices of 
stocks about where they were a week ago, 
while some are several points higher. Beside 
this, the market seems to have got into shape 
for a general advance, and operators whose 
judgment on suet matters is entitled to respect 
think that for the remainder of the month, 
perhaps running well into December, there 
will be a genuine bull movement in prices. 

To add to the unfavorable effect of the elec- 
tion there rather unexpectedly developed con- 
siderable closeness in the money market. The 
banks baye a good many interest and some 


dividend payments to make about Nov. 1. and 


borrowers found a@ifficuity in getting accom- 
modation from them. Wednesday one com- 
mission house in first-class standing applied to 
nine different banks and trust companies for a 
call loan ot 8200 000, and not one of mem bad 
anything to spare, The woney had to be bor- 
rowed in smail lots on the exchange at 8 and 10 
per cent. The coodition of things rather 
dampened speculation for the time, but yester- 
day the banks were much easier. Money was 
to be had on the exchange at 5 per cent on 
cali, and the expectations are that tor the re- 
mainder of the year it will be in good supply. 

The earnings of the railroads are expected 
to make a better exhibit in November than 
they did in Uctober, unless the labor troubles 
at Obicago should spread and become more 
serious, They are bad enough now to make 
a serious difference to some of the roads, but 
fortunateiy the local traffic keeps up well, and 
thie is the business whica makes the big 
money. The Lake Shore is particulariy fort- 
unate in this respect, according to the state- 
ments of its officers; and the earnings are 
rolling up so that adividend 16 considered a 
certainty. The quesmon is now what it is to 
be, not whether there will be one. This matter 
wili probably be decided about the end of the 
month, also the dividends en Canada Southern 
and Michigan Central. Until the announce- 
ments are made it is unlikely, speaking from 
past experience, that the stocks affected will 
decline in the market. After holders know 
what they will get there may be some recession, 
as the declaration of the dividends eliminates 
a certain degree of the specuiative element; 
but as the stocks will de redstablished in the 
Ust of dividend payers, from which they dave 
80 long been dropped, the recession in price 
will probably not be very much, and may 
even be only fractional, It certainly is no 
bear armument to put back on the dividend 
list stocks which for over two years have been 
traded in on a non-dividend basis. Good buy- 
ing of these stocks appears all the time, and 
within the last two or tbree days such stocks 
as Rock Island apd Chicago, Burlington & 
Quiney have beeu rising. The idea that the 
market was not bealtny because of the alleged 
neglect of the investment stocks in favor of 
the non-dividend payers and fancies bad no 
basis in fact. Investment stocks are necessa- 
ry slower in tueir movements than the others. 
They don't go down as the others do in bad 
times to such low prices, and therefore there 
is less room to put them up when good times 
begin again. But they move along with the 
tide and they are moving now. 

In the goal stocks Lackawanna has been 
quiet, both because the weather continues un- 
favorable for the coal trade and because 
Deacon White bas apparentiy been wholiy oo- 
cupted with electioneering business. In Jersey 
Central end Reading, however, a renewal! of 
the speculative movement has manifested it- 
self. Jersey bas been on the rise, and some of 
the friends of the stock insist that it is going 
bigner. A pronounced upward movement bas 
developed in the Oregon stocks and the 
Northern Pacifies bave been strong 4180. 
Oregon Transcontinental has had a good rise 
and so bas Oregon Navigetion. The street 
had a story yesterday that the buy- 
ing was being done with the Ger 
man money Mr. Villard is understood 
to have brought over in large amounts for in- 
vestment. However this may be, it is certain 
that committees representing the Union Pacific 
and the Northern Pacitic Companies are at 
work on a scheme for leasing the Oregon Nav- 
mation Company's lines, and that company has 
been fortuoate enough to refund a large 
amount of ite 7 per cent bonds at 6 per cent.

Bull 
movements in other specialties have appeared, 
and others are in preparation, so that 
a judicious purchaser at (his time is tolerably 
sure of making money, but he should be sure 
to buy when the stock is dull and weak iook-

AN INDIAN COURT. 


The Excellent Work of a Native Tribunal in 
Washington T tory. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 28.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence. }—The Indians living on the Puyal- 
lup Reservation in Washington Territory 
annually elect a tribunal or “Court of Indian 
Offenses.” The court now in session consists 
of Chief-Justice Tom Lane and Associates Joe 
Swoyell and Tom Thompson. George Kautz is 
the Clerk, Joe Taylor Reservation Marshal, 
and James Goudy and Dick Slocum policemen. 
All are full-blooded Indians. The court con- 
venes the first and third Mondays of each 
mouth, wields the strong arni of law over all 
offenses committed by Indians, and tries civil 
suits. Blindfolded justice is accorded equally 
to all, irrespective of the number of biankets 
or horses possessed by the parties interested 
or their skill in Dbrmging down wild ducks with 
a shotgun, 

The Chief Justice and Associates are judt- 
cially ignorant of nothmg. They learn the 
minutest details of all cases submitted, and in 
case of conviction inflict punishment accord- 
ing to the circumstances. The court bas the 
bighest respect for the United States law pro- 
hibiting the sale of Hauor to Indians, and a 
drunken siwash or klootchman is roughly 
dealt with according to the helpless condition 
of the inebriate when found. From thirty to 
ninety days, with a bread am water diet in 
the reservation jail, are usually imposed.

It is in the latte capacity that he pre- 
sented a volume of avout 3500 pages referring 
to the geology, and natural bistory of the 
State. Tus department is the only channel 
toruugh which the people are ab.e to know the 
States resources, and M. Teompsoo says it hus 
dune much to advertise coal, ciay, iron, and 
building-stone and alrect the attention of cup- 
italists to the peculiar advantages offered by 
these inexhaustible supplies of mineral depos- 
ite. 

The other report is that of Attorney-General 
Hord, which is said to be the best that ever 
came from tust office. it shows that during 
the year the Attorney-General collected and 
turned into the treasury $80,926.

THE SEASON TO BE OPENED IN NEW 
XORK WITH UNWONTED SPLENDOR, 


Decline of the Academy—Guarding the Dia- 
monds at the Metropolitan—Singers and 
Pieces Presented by Three Companies— 
The National Opera Enterprise—Pro- 
grams of the Philharmonic Concerts 
Some ot the New Singers Whe Will In- 
vite the Favor of the Pablic. 


New Yorn, Nov. 6.—([special Correspooa- 
once. ] — The opera season will be opened by the 
“Queen of Sheba’ Monday evening. It is 
true that forafortnight past Sig. Angelo's 
company bas been wiving Italian opera at the 
Academy of Music. But * society” bas not rec- 
ognized it. The glory bas departed from the fa- 
mous Old house at Fourteenth street and Irving 
place. Once its comfortable and spacious aud 
torium, with almost perfect qualities for see- 
ing and hearing, was nigutly thronged with 
the beauty and fashion ot the metropolis. To 
have a box there was to be in the 
front rank of “socieiy.” Bot now the 
nouveaux riches of  Vanderbiit Hm 
have triumphed over the Knickerbocker 
aristocrats, and “society” Socks up-tow. to 
the huge, ugly, cheerless Metropolitan Opera- 
House, where seem and bearing are in vain. 
Italian opera, too, is out of favor with 
**society.” German opera is preferred, be- 
cause, as Algernon Montmorency Snooks ex- 
pains, “it is so beastly nos you can talk ail 
you please without disturbing the people in the 
next box.” 80 it happens that Sig. Angelo's 
company has been giving alan opera to 
crowded bouses, compésed of well-to-do, re- 
spectable, and intelligent people, true music- 
lovers, who pevertbeless are not within the 
magic pale of * society.” 

‘Tne representations at the oid Academy thus 
far have been excellent, although the German 
musical critics of the New Lors press have 
sniffed at them contemptuousiy. Sig. Angelo 
has given works entirely outside the od Ma- 
piesonan repertory. We have not beard 
“Lucia,” or “La Traviata, or II Trova- 
tore.” Perhaps some of the works produced 
are pot as good as those old favorits, But 
the. have the merit of entire nove ty, and 
that ie what people bave been clamoring fur, 
The list to date inciudes “lune,” * Luisa 
Miller.” “I Lombardi,” * Rigoletto,” Un 
Ballo in Muschera,”” 1 Due Foscari,” 
and “ L’ Borea.” These have been 
given, Loo, by one of the dest 
Italaa companies beard in tbis city for 
many years. There 8. of course, no great 
star like Patti, or Gerster, or Campanin:. 
Neither is there a cnporus composed of stiess 
who cannot sing. Itisa weil.-Dalaneea com- 
papy througbout, with good priveipais, goud 
cborus, and a most adwirabie orchestra. Only 
two of the singers r.se to the rank of star 
reputations. One cf these is Julia Vaida, the 
prima donna soprano. She is an American by 
birth and bas won aistincuon on the stage in 
Parts. Sue was there esteemed the ideal Gilda 
in * Rigoletto."’ and received bigh compliments 
frow Victor Higo. He had always refused to 
witness the opera because de did not like the way 
Verdi had adapted bis drama, Le Roi 
S’Amuse.” But when Julia Valda was sing- 
img in it and creating a perfect furor he, 
went with his whole family, and at the close 
sought an interview ona the singer. “Mme. 
Vaida,” be said, you dave caused me to 
forgive M. Verdi. I thougbt be bad cesecrat- 
‘ed my play; but he bes sanctified ana immor- 
telized it by making it possible for you to simg 
it.” That was the last time Victor Hugo 
ever attended the theatre, bis death occur- 
ring soon after. The other leading singer is 
Sienor Giagnini, the principal tenor. His first 
introduction to the American public was with 
the unfortunate Milan opera company, and 
after it wept to pieces Col. pleson. was very 
giad to engage bim at a b somesulary, and 
be waa the redeeming feature of the Colonei’s 
company. Giannini is as well known to Chi- 
cago audiences us to those of New York as a 
really excellent singer, though an indifferent 
actor. 

German opera at the Metropolitan, however, 
is pre@minentiy “the” opera of New York. 
Tue season will open tomorrow evening, und 
there will be a crowded house of unusual 
splendor. Every box will be oceupied, and 
every seat in the bouse waseod a week ago. 
Estimates of the value of diamonds and other 


gems that will scintil.ate iw the boxes are thigh, 


rusaimg up into the mil‘iona, but ther are 
probably not extravagant. No less than 120 
policemen have been deta led to be on band 
in citizen's dress to guard chese perivateiic 
Golcondas en their wey threugh the 
lobbies and up the stairs. At least fitty of the 
box-holders will euch bave a well-armed officer 
on their carriages to De “handy in case ol 
aceidents”’ such as one that occurred last 
season, A millionaire Wall street man with 
um wife and two daughters was reiurning 
bome from the opera in his carriage. He 
lives in the new and thinly settied part of 
Fifth avenue, tuciug the park. As the car 
riage was rolling siong the durk and deserted 
street, it was run into by a beavy business 
wagon, whose horses seemed unmanavgeabl e. 
Wheeis were tiocked and bat vehicies 
came to a standstill. The three men in the 
business Wagon were protuse in their ab- 
gies and loud in their anatoe mas of their own 
vicious horses.

INDIAN SUMMER. 


When the Earth Lies Like a Gracious 

Spriogfield Republican: Ail Sainte’ day 
ushered in the most peculiar and charming 
pbase of our northern ciimate, the Indian 
summer. Not every year brings to these 
regions this exquisit season, but now, after 
one of those latter rains whose promise is 
perpetual in boly writ—a rain six days in dura- 
uon, wherein the sun was not seen—the new 
moon and the west wind have conspired to- 
gether, the spell is wrought of woven air and 
sunshine. and all the earth lies like 
& gracious dream of beauty beneath 
skies as soft as summer and more 
reposefu: and intimate. Sounds eco through 
the sieepy air with curious sweet and meliow 
tones, and every aspect and impression of 
Nature is barmounized within a brooding haze 
that, with all its. Lkeness to that which 
* buebes the heavens and wraps the ground 
in August or September, has jet a new and 
strange enchantment. 

The Indian summer crowns a long season of 
rare and marvelous perfection. It s an exam- 
pie of the mysterious contradictions of Nature 
that, notwithstanding the record of the year. 
comprises all tne must violent and exceptional 
phenomense in our wide country—the o. clone. 
the burricane, bigh tides. and the most de- 
structive and wide-reaching earthquake known 
fh ite historic per.od—the process of the sea- 
sons bas been equable and beautiful. The 
year 1877 was neariy ite parallel, but so far 
1886 bas exceeded it in its typical temperance 


of movement from season to season. The 


spring was vot marked by the usual extreme 
reactions of cold in Abril. or untimely tropical 
dave in May; ali the growth of fields au for- 
ests advanced steadily in gentie gradation from 
winter to summer: nor was the summer fil.ed 
with cruei ** heated terms,” in which the vitai 
uir ie burned to parching fervor. The tall bas 
been a constant and delightful ripening of 
Nature, with the glory of the giowing forests 
and the tempered visitation of the frosts. Let 
us be gratefui that so wonderful a succession 
of months bas been voucbeafed us, in what 
we are so often tempted.to call the intemper- 
ate zone; and let us be ready and content tor 
the sure approach of the healthful, zestiul 
winter. 

This Indian summer is known to other north- 
ern lands than ours, to Norway and to Brit- 
tany, fo instance, and it is one of the charms 
that countries nearer the sua can never share. 
The summer of St. Martin, it is called in 
Northern France, being somewhat later than 
with us; bere it is not Martinmes, the Ilto of 
November, that fixes tte date, but the two 
great church feasts of Ali Saints and All 
Souls. After all, there is nothing for i but 
to quote once more—ana lines so true and me- 
lodious weil bear repeating—the one sufficient 
description from Evangeline “’: 

Then followed that beautiful season 

Called by the ase Acadian peasants the Sum- 
mer of ail Saints! 

Filled was the air with a dreamy and magical 
light; and the landscape 

Lay as if new-created in all the freshness of 
childhood. 

Peace seemed to reign upon earth, and the rest- 
less heart of the ocean 

Was for a moment consoled: All sounds were in 
harmony blended. 

Voices of children at play, the crowing of cocks 
in the farm-yards, 

Whir of wings in the drowsy air, and the cooing 
of pigeons, 

All were subdued and low. as the murmurs of

DIDN’T ENOW IT WAS LOADED. 


Pitiful Plea of Fielden and the Anarchists 
for Mercy, 

New York Mail and Express: Fielden'’s 
speech, delivered the night of the Chicago 
riot, and now reproduced by the CHICAGO 
TrRiBUNR, ie not in harmony with the theories 
advanced in defense of the Anarchists that 
they really meant no harm, and if they used 
violent language used it in a firurative sense 
oniy, and witbout a notion that anybody 
would do the things they proposed. This 
plausible appeal to popular sympathy is, of 
course, the only one ava labile to mitigate the 
teree of the opinion that favors the most rig- 
orous application of che penalties of the law to 
the convicted Anarchists. It is a pitiful 
pea, and pot at «al in the style of 
the robust cut-throat logic that these 
elows indulged in through ail their 
street barangues. It is an allegation 
that they “d.dn't know it was loaded.” They 
suid these things, but bad no idea they were 60 
bad, or that anybody would take them serious- 
ly; and, in fact. though they jiteraily urged 
universal revolt and fre and murder, really 
meant no barm. But the speech by 
Fielden that was the actual prelude 
to the throwing of the bomb cannot be 
explained away on that theor. It 
is very logical in its propositions and does not 
fume about slaughter and fire, but argues 
coully that a necessary oondiuon to the wel- 
fare of the people is that rich men must be 
made to know that it is not safe to live in a 
community where there were dissatisfied work- 
memen.” His. argument Was that daoger to 
che lives of the rich wus tue moral 
torce that was to solve the labor probiem.” 
But the law would protect tne rich man, his 
property, ana bis life—and what then? Why, 
throttle the law! Kill it! Stab it!” And 
with special regard to the police, who are al- 
ways calied the enemy debause they are the 
organs of the enforcement of the law, he says: 
J ask vou to get bold of anything that will 
help to resist the onsiaught of the enemy 
and the usurper.“ They did get bold of 
something—‘iynamite bombs, to wit; and 
they did res st" the so-called “ onslaught,” 
as all the murders committed within five or 
ten minutes of the delivery of tnese words 
may testify, and yet the advocates of Fielden 
say be did not mean tt. If a man prates in 
this way and otners act upon bis words, as 
Fieldeu's adherents did that night, and noboay 
means any part of it, what would Happen if 
they did really mean to do harm?

ViEWS ON FUTURE PUNISHMENT. 


The Gist of the Charges Against Pro- 
fessors in Andover Theological Semi- 
mary—What They Hold to Be the Only 
Safeguard for the Future—Death Con- 


sidered bat an Episode Preceding « 
Long Wait—The Space Occupied by the 

. Infernal Regions Limited. 
morning I made a pilgrimage to Andover to find 
out it possible, the eXact status of the theo- 
logical controversy whica isto come up for de- 
Cision Monday next before the Board of Visit- 
ors of the Andover cal Seminary. As 
the train rolied smootbly along through the 
stretches ot waste land which the Englisb-lov- 
ing Bostonians are pleased to call the Middle- 
sex Felle 1 looked over the Congregutionalist 
to see if Dr. Dexter's fertile mind had 
been able to evolve any new points 
of heterodoxy with which to charge 
the present incumbents of the Andover chairs. 
Tne first thing that caught my eye was Alpheus 
Hardy's positive refusal to continue as a mem- 
ber of the Prudential Committee and Or. Hop- 
kins’ letter apropos of the declination. Sureiy 
things are not in a very pleasant condition 
when one of the representative Congregation- 
alists of New Engiand refuses to keep bis 
piave on a board over which he has presided 
for so many years and whose funds have been 
largel augmented from his pocket, and whea 
be is supported, at least by implication, vy the 
venerabie Mark Hopkins. 

As u old coach tuiled siowly up the hill every- 
thing had the appearance of the utmost peace 
and burmony, but before the Munsion House 
gong sounded for dinner I was made aware that 
ail Andover was deeply interested in the com- 
mg trial, which promises to be the greatest 
theological dispute of this generation at least. 
The srofessors to de dealt with are Egbert C. 
Smith, the President of the Seminary: 
William J. Tucker, who came to the 
seminary a few years ago from the 
Madison Avenue Presbyterian Chureh in New 
York; J. Wesley Churcnill, the Professor of Elo- 
cution and the favorit reader of the New En- 
gland piatform: George Harris, who succeeded 
Prof.Park in the chair of Systematic Theology; 
and Edward T. Hincks, al-o one of the more 
recentiy appointed instructors. These men 
are the editors of the Andover Review, iu which 
publication they dave offended, so it is said, 
against sixteen points of the Andover 
Seminary creed. When | read the inaugural 
addresses of Profs. Harris and Hincks some 
three yeurs ago I thought them two of the 
finest examples of religious métaphysics I had 
ever read. They appealed to the universal 
reason rather than to the believer in one par- 
tieular form of Christianity, and it then 
seemed to me that if the authors were to teach 


the church of the future would be likely to 
reach a very mucb larger number of persons 
than now crose the thresho.d, 

The court before which these gentlemen are 
to appear to answer to the charge of beter- 
odoxy is made up of three men who constitute 
the Board of Visitors of the seminary, and 
who are charged with the duty of confirming or 
discharging professors, and seeing to it that 
the instructors conform to the creed. The 
board is self-perretuat'ng and is the highest 
power ip seminary matters. 

The walo charge that will be brought 
against the professors is that their published 
views on the subject of future punishment 
are not in accord with the creed of the sem- 
inary. 80 much baif-knowledge of what the 
proiessors belicve is in circulation that I have 
taken pains to get an eXact statement of the 
ground on which they stand. In bref, their 
position is thie: They believe in eternal pua- 
ishment for every person who nal 
rejects Christ. When the rejecuon of 
Him is nal.“ they say, 0 that there is no 
further possibility that Christ will win re- 
sponse, there is no remaining bope of deliver- 
ance and purification from sin. It is, there 
fore, a legitimate and almost necessary con- 
clusion that the destiny of all men to whom 
the Gospel is given in this earthly life is de- 
cided while tuey are in the body.“ All that 
there is of future probation in weir belief is 
packed away in those two sentences. 

The professors hold that death bas gradually 
and wrongly been made to take a more imoor- 
tant place than has been given it in the Bible. 
The real time when the awards are made is at 
the gene al judgment, which admittediy wil 
come only alter the Gospel bas been preached 
to all nations. CUntii that general judgment 
the status of the soul is not of necessity fixed. 
It may be morally impossible that a soul which 
bes sinned througd this te will turn about 
between the deathand the judgment, burt it 
by no means follows that ever, sou. fixes its 
statue while it is located in this body. Then as 
a related question cumes the fate of. the 
beathen, who have never in this life bad a 
cbance either to accent or toreject Christ, and 
hence who must dave such a chance in the 
world to come. 

It is quitetrue that the Andover protessors 
da ve greatly decreased the size of neil. In 
Jonathan Bawards time the infernal regions 
occupied so much of tne universe that Heaven 
was crowded of in one remote coruer. The 
Andover professors bave gone to the otber 
extreme by making. to use their own words. 
„ the dark fate of the wicked but the snadow 
cast by the brightness of the glory.“ The 
kingdom of redemption,” they say, is not a 
point of light in the midst of surrounding 
darkness, but the wicked are a point of dark- 
ness in the midst of surrounding tigbt. Even 
so severe a thinker as Prof. Shedd concludes 
that the botromiess pit is an insignificant hole

REVERSES IN BUSINESS. 


Three Heavy Failures in Baltimore—Losses 
Klsewhere. 

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 6.—|Suecial. |~There 
have been several large business failures in 
Baltimore the last two days. Yesterday the 
cotton and grain commission house of J. I. 
Middieton & Co. suspended, with liabilities of 
about $90,000. Mr. J. I. Middleton, bead of 
the firm, resigned the Presidency of the Marine 
Bank, which was the first intimation commer- 
cial circles bad of the firm’s embarrassment. 
The assets are $50,000. * Dry rot and general 
sbrinkage of business caused the failure. For 
some years the concern bad a large trade or 
sending core South in exchange for cotton, but 
Western competitors broke up their trade in 
this line, 

Today business circles were astonished by 
the announcement that PF. Hanson, Hiss & Co., 
leading furniture manufacturers, had made a 
deed of trust to Christian Devey, President ot 
the National Bank of Baltimore, the bond 
filed dem $400,000. The Bakimore, the Me- 
chanics’, and the Western banks of thig city 
together hold $100,000 of the firsi’s paper. 
The assets are about $200,000. The trustee 
thinks the suspension only temporary. The 
firm was established in 1818 and did a large 
importing business in fine draperies and fur- 
niture. One buncred batids are thrown out 
ofemplo;ment. , 

The dry-goods trade received a shock in the 
failure of Kerngood Bros. Their liabilities are 
$175,000, ana reported assets about $200,000. 
Dificuity in making Southern collections is 
assigned aS the cause. The firm did a large 
Southern business. It was rumored on 
Change today that another large commission 
concern was shaky. 

BeLoit, Wis., Nov. 6.—Attachments repre- 
senting an amount of over $2.500 bas been 
put on the clothing stock of Charles Newburgh 
of this city. A Milwaukee firm seized the 
goods, and there are other claims which are 
said to amount to 810.000. Aitogether the 
Stock is probably worth half that amount.

The grave of Op- 
penbeim, the Chevalier du Poneteux, the bero 
or rather the promoter of the Lemberg Rail- 
way, who died but recently. A Sine chapel 
bas been erected to the memory of another 
converted Jew,-named Hirseh, and a simple 
resting-place, covered with palm branches, is 
marked only by the name of Hans Makart. A 
pew monument to tLe victims of the fire in the 
King Theatre in 1881 has just been put up, 
but will not be dedicated until the anniversa- 
ry, Dec. 6. Two veiled caryatides guard the 
tablet and support the platform with a sitting 
figure of grief. On the adjoining wails gre the 
names of the 400 unfortunates. Already some 
of the graves of the unknown and unidentified 
are covered with flowers. In the adjoining 
Jewish cemetery, Separated only by an ailey, 
not by a wall, wreaths are equally numerous. 
The popular love for the dead is not restricted 
by relizious beliefs,

To Be Tried in the United States Courts. 

New York, Nov. 6.—|Special.]—The United 
States authorities decided today to try Louis 
Bierel, the discharged custom-house inspector, 
for the attempted «killing of Surveyor Beattie. 
The pcisoner was indicted for assault with in- 
tent to kill, and a warrant for bis arrest issued 
by Commissioner Shields. He was transterrea 
from the Tombs to Ludiow Street Jail. The 
State court made no resistance to the Federal 
claim of jurisdiction over him. 

The case is the first of the kind where the 
United States has claimed jurisdiction over 
crime committed witaia the city limits. The 
ground alleged for the jurisdichon is that the 
custom-house, where the shooting of the Sur- 
veyor, occurred, belongs to the Government. 
Heretofore crimes committed in Federai buiid- 
was in the city, other than those specially pro- 
vided for by the statute, have been tried in the 
State court.

Dr. Aubrey of London, a well-known jour-

League Club last night by “A Familiar Talk | 


About William R. Gladstone; His Characteris- 
ties, Habits, Personalities, and Career.” 

The lecturer was applauded when intro- 
Guced by President J. MoGregor Adams, and 
Degan with the statement that he had the 
honor to discourse upon perhaps tne best- 
known man in the United States, That, he 
said, was not an Irish bull,“ as it might at 


‘first seem, for he presumed there was no man 


inthe world who was so well known or 80 
highly respected as the illustrious leader of 
the Liberal party in England. His career was 
watched with close and great interest, and, as 
was to be expected in such a country as the 
United States, there was full apprecia- 
won of his character and full sympathy 
with his general policy. The general interest 
shown in him, and the generai confidence man- 
ifested in his policy as the late Premier. 
and as the present leader of the Liberal party, 
were to the speaker the more interesting and 
beautiful when he remembered that less than 
five and twenty years ago Mr. Gladstone made 
a mistake when he said that, in his judgment, 
the Southern States bad asserted and main- 
tained their right to separation. Mr. Glad- 
stone had seen fit to change bis opinion en- 
tirely, and had magnanimously acknowledged 
that for once he was in error; and the speaker 
was glad to know that witn equal magnanimity 
tae great and illustrious American peopie 
had condoned that mistake, and it was never 
brought up against him now. 

There were two men in England of whom 
the Liberais were very properly prouwd—Mr. 
Gladstone and his long associate and intimate 
friend, John Bright. [Applause] A)toough, 
unhappily, there was for the time being a 
diversity of opinion between them on the 
question of the Irish policy, it had not in the 
slightest degree interfered with their personal 
friendship and their mutual regard. Bach 
bonored the other for his sincerity, although 
each imagined himself to be in the right ia this 
particular; and th's was quite characteristic 
of political life in Engiand. 

The most illustrious man in England did not 
care much for personal appearance or about 
mere externals, and his wife had much to do 
to secure proper regard for thé ordinary 
amenities of social life. Gladstone was boro 
in 1809 and was now in his Ith year. He ro- 
ceived the most liberal education that could 
be turnished in the country at the time of 
his youth. He passed to Oxford University, 
where he secured the extraordinary distine- 
tion of **doubie first-class." He had always 
maintained bis love for and his acquaintance 
with classical literature. and found his chief 
rest not in passive idleness but at classic 
springs. Macaulay's descriphon, “rising up 
of stern unbending Toryism,” was trae. He 
was born and cradied in an atmosphere of the 
densest Toryiem. All his early associations 
were with that party, and he became a men- 
ber- of Parliament under the auspices of a 
nobleman who was one of its leaders. He, 
bowever, gradually emancipated himself from 
bis early associations, traditions, and habits. 
As be feit new political light dawn upon bis 
mind he followed wheresoever it led. This had 
been one of bis most distinguishing 
characteristics, and be did not sbrink 
from sacrifices, however great. 80 the mar- 
velous spectacle was presented of Mr. Giad. 
stone, who set out in life as a Tory of the 
Tories, now looked up to with respect. and 
veneration, and confidence by the great Lib- 
eral party as ite bonored and trusted leader. 

One of the most beautiful features in bis 
character was the readiness with which he re- 
ceived and welcomed fresh information upon 
any su and another was the vigor and 
youthfulness of his sympathies. He was one 
of the youngest old men the speaker bad ever 
bad the privilege and bappiness to know. 
Gladstone became a member of Parliament in 
1882, when barely 23 years of age. From that 
time until now be bad been largely engaged 
in waking English history. His chief re- 


non rested upon his indisputable claim 


to be the greatest financier in Europe, 
if not in the world. He set out with me de- 
termination, if possibile, of raising the taxes 
of the country by direct methods and sweep- 
ing away the indirect taxes, which pressed so 
heavily upon the community at large; so that 
now, as John Bright said, England bas ** virt- 
ually a free breakfast table, a free dinner 
ta dle, and a free supper table,“ thanks to the 
Skill and the boidness which Mr. Giadstone 
displayed. The speaker knew he was treading 
on very thin ice jappiause)|, but they in the 
Uttle island knew what was st for them and 
those in this larger country knew what was 
beet tor themselves. 

Not even tne bitterest foe had ever dared to 
whisper against Mr. Gladstone even an iusinu- 
ation of nepotism. He was unquestionably 
the greatest debater that the House of Com- 
mons bad seen. at any rate since the days of 
Wilham Pitt. No member was such a good 

a 


poruon 
to the qualities of the speaker. When his turn 
came to take a Share in the debate, be sprang 
to his feet with all the vivacity and eagerness 
of a young atbilete ready for the contest, and 
flung bimself inte the subject and dealt with 
it in all its length and breadih with a firm 
grasp, not troubling himself too mucb witn 
the mere details, but showing that he had com- 
pletely acquired a view of the entire situation. 
At the dinver tabie he was just an eager, just 
as spontaneous, just as full, just as compre- 
hensive in bis Views and expressions as when 
standing upon the floor of the legislative 
chamber addressing its thronged benches. He 
threw bimself with eagerness, and intensity, 
and earnestness into everything that might 
lay at banc. Gladstone and Disraeli, diametrt- 
cally opposed in convictions and policy, bad 
profound admiration for each other's qualities, 
and there was no one to whom Mr. Disraeii 
manitested greater deference for bis personal 


character and his unquestioned abilities than 


Mr. Gladstone. 

Mr. Gladstone was not a disagreeable man; 
on the contrary, one of the most agreeable, 
amiable, and delightful social companions. 
He did not porsess much of what was ordinar- 
liy called wit or humor, but could indulge in 
satire of a perfectly good-natured kind when 


occasion demanded it. He never lost himself |. 


when speaking, and bis sentences, though 
sometimes long, always conveyed his exact 
meaning. 

His generosity towards bis colleagues and 
his encouragement of young and timid begin- 
pers Were two very beautiful features in bis 
character, and these explained the ioyaity to 
bim of jates and the Veneration and 
love of k and lle. He cherished no 
petty an ities towards those who differed 
from him or might nave spoken sevely against 
him. 

He was alwars a regular and abstemious 
man, had avoided all kinds of excesses, and 
was now as strong and bealthy as ordinary 
men were at 40 or 50; and, humanly speaking, 
it was not at all improbable that be might be 
spared to witness the triumph of the policy be 
bad iad down with reward to Ireland. One 
secret of his power was his confidence in the 
people at large. He bad come to bave un- 
bounded faith m them. He believed in their 
integrity, in their uprightness, in their desire 
in the main to do that which wastrue and just 
in their generous instincts and sympathies; 
and so, showing that he trusted in them, be 
had jearned that they trusted in him. The na- 
tional sentiment was growing. The ball had 
been set roliing, and it could not be stopped. 
Gladstone was tie embodiment and the per- 
sonification of what the people rewarded as the 
highest style of patriotism and love for human- 
ity, and ofa to see men not only in En- 
gland but elsewbere advance along the high 
road toward contentment, peace, and true en- 
joy ment.

rid. They bad stipulated that the old conven- 
tion of 1884 should remain ia force until Jan. 
1, 1887, and that the new treaty should be 


negotiated before that date; whereas it seems

in Spanish bottoms. Selior Moret and 
nister Currie, when they fixed a delay and 
virtually agreed that if the treaty were not 
negotiated before Jan. 1, 1887, the differential 
treatment of imports would be renewed on 
both sides, had grave reason for so doing. 

The pressure brought to bear on the Madrid 
Government by public opinion in the colonies 
and by their representatives of every shade 
in the Cortes, the well-known free-trade in- 
clinations of Sefior Moret, are very nearly 
balanced by the protectionist influences of 
shippmg and manufacturing interests, repre- 
sented in the Cabinet dy Colonial Secretary of 
State Balaguer. Senor Moret, directly he re- 
turned from a few. days’ boliday in the north 
of Spain, wrote to Minister Currie that he was 
ready to begin negotiations. Though both 
Moret and Currie showed great reserve, it is 
considered as most certain that they will 
negotiate a convention similar to that of Gen. 
Foster in 1884. The only stumbiing-block 
and great difficulty will again be the exclusion 
of otper countries from concessions which 
Spain may make to the United States in Cuba 
and Puerto Rico. 

American diplomacy insists that a reci- 
procity treaty is a special bargain in considera- 
tion for certain special advantages granted by 
one party to the other and creates special re- 
ciprocal advantages; that nations which have 
“the most favored nauen clause in their 
constitutions cannot claim unless they pre- 
viously also grant Spain special advantages 
equivalent to those America would give her 
by this reciprocity treaty. It is no secret 
that at the time of the Foster-Elduayin 
treaty the French and German Governments 
protested against these views of American 
diplomacy, and more recently the British Min- 
ister, Sir Clare Ford, has toid Sefior Moret that 
he holds Enciand to be entitled to whatever 
advantages any treaty may grant the United 
States in the Spanish West indies. These pre- 
tensions of the European Governments first 
reveaied themselves when the Americau im- 
vorts were granted in the third column of the 
West Indian tariff by the conveation of 1884; 
and recently the British, German, French, and 
Belgian Ministers have informed Sefior Moret 
that they must insist upon their imports also 
gettmg third column duties. The Madrid 
Government is about to comply with this re- 
quest, 


A TERRIBLE TRIP AT SEA. 


The Heroism of a Woman Keeps Up the 
Spirits of a Ship's Crew. 
BALTIMORS, Md., Nov. 6.— Special. |}—Wben 
the schooner Warren Adame, Capt. C. A. Col- 
cord, arrived today she presented a rough ap- 
pearance. In her vogage from Pensacola, 
whence she sailed Oct. 7, the Captain and crew 
passed through tbe most terrible experience 
in their seataring lives. The vessel carried 
500,000 feet of lumber. The afternoon of Oct. 
10 the Schooner encountered a hurricane. 
Reefed sails were torn from the masts, and the 
crew had to bold on for their lives. The Cap- 
tain’s wife—a handsome woman—heiped to 
save the vessel from destruction. At 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, after getting the forward 
scuttle hatch secured, so much of the 
after deck load was washed overboard that the 
vessel tipped by the head, and this, with the 
water in the bold, made her nearly level for- 
ward with the sea. The difficulties under 
which the crew workea, with the seas washing 
over them and the velocity of the wind, are 
bard to describe. The spray and rain fei] with 
such fury that they stung like needies when 
they struck the face and hands. Every mem- 
ber of the crew was more or less injured by 
the boarding seas, but every one bad to work 
for his life, although some bad to be encour- 
aged todo their duty. Atthe hight of the 
hurricane Mrs. Colcord employed herself pour- 
mg oil down the washroom pipe, but the effect 
of the wind on the sea biew it into a lashing 
foam and the oil had but little effect. The 
brave woman worked in four feet of 
water in 
heavy lurching of the 
was thrown violently about and painfully 
injured, By this time the whole crew bad 
sought refuge in the cabin, their own quarters 
forward baving been gutted by the seas and 
all their effecte carried away. By almost su- 
perhuman exertions the most of tle water was 
bailed out of the cabin and an oil stove lighted, 
by whieh Mrs. Colcord made some oatmeal 
gruei and coffee, the first mouthful eaten by 
all hands in twenty hours. ‘the galley forward 
bad been wrecked and the stove wrenched 
from ite fastenings. The day ended as it be- 
gan, with all bands doubtful as to the ultimate 
result. It was a terrible experience,” said 
Mrs. Colcord, as shegraphically told the story, 
and the crew declared that but for ber cbeer- 
ing words and hard wora they would bave 


given up.

THE GERMAN? 


Statistics of Population Which Indicate 
that Such a Result Is Possible—An In- 
Aux of Foreigners the Remedy—French 
Opposition to Everything That Is Not 
French—Startling Statistics of Crime— 
Paris a City of Adults. 

Paris Letter in New York Times: Take as 
text the movement” of the Parisian popula- 
tion during the year 1885, M. Leroy de Beau- 
lieu, a great authority in political economy, 
preaches a most doleful sermon on the situa- 
tion, showing by the rule of three and other- 
wise mathematically that Germany must 
eventually swallow up or absorb Gaul, which is 
in danger of eventual depopulation. While 
in 1884 the excess here of births over deaths 
was only 78,974, and in 1885 85,464 souls, across 
the Rhine this excess was 522,083, a result in no 
way exceptional, but, on the contrary, slightly 
inferior to the average of the six preceding 
years. In Germany official statistics for 1884 
give the total number of births of living in- 
fants as 1,725,583, whereas in France for the 
same tweivemonth we find but 937,758; 
that is to say, for every 100 children born in 
France 184 are born in Germany, very neariy 
double in general terms, or to be absolutely

must be the inevitabie consequences within a 

few years of situations 60 dtssimitar.“ The 

eminent political economist, though he 
feels that his will be treated as were 
treated the warnings of Cassandra, then goes 
on to quote from the German Statistical 
Almanack the figures representing the popu- 
lation of the present empire at the expiration 
of each quinquennial period since 1816, and 
shows from these how up to 1860 the popula- 
tion of France was greater than that of the 
territory composing the Empire of Germaay, 
and in 1870 about equal to the latter, whereas 
at present, and supposing & continuance of the 

actual conditions, Germany in the year 1900 

will bave nearly 53,000.000 and France less 

than 40,000,000 inhabitants. 

M. Leroy de Beaulieu, I repeat, is awe- 
struck at the prospect; i future wars, as 
more than ever victory will side with big bat- 
talions, France must be always vanquished, 
as the Germans can put into the field a 

ater number of soldiers than her rival. 

„ de Beaulieu, bowever, thinks that a rem- 
edy exists for thie evil, and recommends the 
encouragement of “foreign immigration,” 
or, it would be more correct to say, of 
**foreign influx,” by which those elements 
now lacking to the country might 
be obtained. Uniike the pure French 
journalista, who look with distruct and aver- 
sion upon strungerse—for them mere ouiside 
barbarians, or, as they term them, rasta- 
couéres—be thinks that the more enterprising 
tradesmen and skilled workmen who take up 
their domicile in France the better it would be 
for the nation’s prosperity. He advises the 
imitanon of young countries, which offer in- 
ducements to inimigrants and do not care 
whether the new-cowers be Germans, Italians, 
or Belgians, so that fresh biood can be 
infiltered into the veins of a peopie that begins 
to be in its decadency. Unfortunately the po- 
litico-economist editor of the Journal des 
Debate is much in the situation of St. John 
the Baptist preaching in the desert: the 
French belong to that category of deaf peo- 
ple who prefer to remain deaf rather than 
break with a traditional prejudice; noth- 
ing worthy of imitation ever, in their opin- 
ion, originated beyond the limits of 
their native land. As, after the disaster of 
Sedan, they danced around and crowned with 
flowers the statue of Strasburg, crying with 
joy: The country is saved!” because the 
Emperor was a captive, instead of preparing 
to meet the enemy on bis march to their 
capital, so now they would prefer the con 
ency of utter depopulation to the yielding 
of one iota of their national dictum: 
Every foreigner taking up a permanent res- 
dence among us is either a epy or an adven- 
turer; if he were an honest man, he would 
not travel, for does any Frenchman ever go 
abroad if be can bie earn a living at 
home? So thought M. Joseph Prudhomme, 
when invited by Henri Moonier in 1848, so 
thinks bis son in 1886, and so will think bis 
grandson and great-great-great-grandson, # 
century hence, if, in the interval, as is possi- 
bie, France be not annexed by ber neighbors. 

M. Leroy de Beaulieu might have instanced 
other evidence of French Gecadency if ne 
econsuited the last year's criminal record, 
whence it appears that zu the Department 
the Seine alone 41,152 arrests were made in 
1885, of which 35,816 were m the Oy 
of Paris and 56,336 in its suburbs, 
88,3807 of these being natives and 2,845 
forelaners. Among these were 34 bommes 
de lettres who were convicted of swindling 
or torgery; of the otbers we have 3 for 
offenses against the President of the Republic, 
82 for using seditious language, 1 for conceal- 
ing arms, 8,267 for burglary, petty larceny, 
and pocket-picking; 4/128 begwars, 14,683 
tram ivided into “ interesting” tramps, of 
whom re were 1,150, and 13,538 tramps 
“unworthy of interest’’—30 cases of murder, 
185 of manslaughter, 86 nocturnal assaults on 
belated pedestrians, 1 of poisoning, 15 
of arson, 83 of adultery, and, singularly 
enough, 23 for usurpauon of nobiiiary 
tities. The others were placed in limbo for 
“petty misdemeanors,’’ such as card sharping, 
drunkenness, fights, swindlms. and abuse of 
confidence: 1,224 individuals arrested under 
talse names were identified by the police and 
prison officials as old offenders and released 
jaulbirds who bad assumed a pseudonym to 
escape that increase of severity which is 
the inevitable conseqvence of an un- 
favorable judicial record. These fig- 
ures are not encouraging to Chbhau- 
vinists and philanthrupists, but they cannot be 
gotten over, although another big medicine 
man (and in this instance this term is very ap- 
posit). Dr. Butillon, has undertaken, also by 
statistics, to prove that French immorality is 
not greater than immorality elsewhere; he 
does not prove his thesis, but he gives 
some curious facts that I shall quote, 
as they show bow the circumstance, so 
often noted, that only a small proportion 
of the Parisians are natives of that city, is 
by no means abnormal. At Berlin only 40 per 
cent of the popuiation are Berlinese by birth; 
in Paris, out of every 1,000 inbabitants 360 
were born in the Department of the Seine, 565 
in other parts of france, and only seventy-five 
are foreigners. He admits, however, that no- 
where else, not even in seaport towas, is the 
foreign element so numerous, At Berlin 
and Trieste, for example, the num- 
ber of foreigners does not exeved thir- 
teen for every 1.000. Another point on which 
the doctor dwelis is the lewness of children in 
the metropolis, which be explains not by 
any exceptional mortality, but by the custom 
of sending infants into the country, where 
they are reared uatil they are at least 6 years 
of age. Marriages and births are not more 
numerous thau in the provinces, and the lat- 
ter are more 60 iu the poor than in the rich 
quarters, being, on an average, 239 for every 
1,000 inbabitants. It seems not to be true, 
although often repeated, that orime is tne 
cause of mortalityamong infants, at least not 
to any appreciable ex:ent, the proportion of 
illegimate still-bora babes not being sensi- 
bly superior to that of legitimate still-borns. 
But in the way of geveral mortality Paris 
maintains its meiancholy superiority over all 
the rest of France, being about 30 per diem 
more than it ought to be, coteris paribus. 
And yet the total of Parisian deaths does not 
appear to be excessive, if compared with the 
total of theoParisian population. Its mortality 
is the greatest amongvery young children 
and very vid men and women, and Paris is es- 
sentially a city of adults, who are more num- 
erous there than in any other city in the world. 
a fact in weich can be found the explanation 
of that industrious activity which is the char- 
acteristic of her population.

THE NEW LAKE TUNNEL. 


The Men Boring Steadily Forward Toward 
the Shore Crib 

Auy one who desires to see some expert 
mining fifty feet below the bottom of the 
lake may do so at present u Foreman Biil 
Ennis, who isin charge of the building opera- 
tions at the North Side Water-Works, has no 
objection. In a moment of thoughtiesness 
yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter gave him- 
self up to Mr. Ennis’ guidance, and soon 
found himself whirled down a hole 
eighty .feet deep, and along another 
hole under the bottom of the lake for about a 
quarter ofa mile. This is the tunnel! that is to 
connect with the new “sbore crib,”’ and it is 
now being bored at the rate of 108 feet a day. 
The shaft is about 100 feet east of the water- 
works and is about six feet ia diameter. ‘The 
cage is worked by a steam engine and is sim- 
liar to those used in coal mines. There are no 
special accommodations for passengers, the 
dirt that is hauled out by the bole bemg car- 
ried in the same car that the first-cabin 
ger rides in. The clay is brought up in boxes 
with a capacity of about a yard square. 

Mr. Eunie and the reporter squatted In one 
of these boxes on the cage and dropped down 
to the tunnel. The bottom was piteb 
dark, and there was an unpleasant 
Gripping of dirty water which oozed 
from the earth and tried to get inside the vie 
itor’s shirt-collar. When the cage struck bot- 
tom somebody whom Mr. Eanis described as 
“a pusher” caugbt the car and began push- 
ing it on a railroad track laid through the tun- 
neil, Then the pusber started into a trot, and 
the car with its two passengers sped eastward 
through the darkness away under the lake. 
After what seemed an bour or so lights were 
seen in the distance, and the working end of 
the tunnel was reached. 

The men work in three shifts, each shift 
working eight hours of the twenty-four. The 
first shift consists of eleven men and is called 
the ** driving satt.“ They begin work at 8 a. 
m. and quit at 11. Their work 16 to dig out 
the hole in the clay 108 feet or better 
— round bole about ten feet in diameter. 
The “trimming satt also has eleven men 
who begin work when the others leave off. 
Their duty is to make the bole symmetrical, 
wall it up with planks along the sides, and 
leave it ready for the bricklayers. The brick- 
lavers form the third shift. They bulid a cir- 
cular wall as a lining to the bole. The well is 
twelve inches thick, and formed of two bricks 
set endwise to one laid flat, the whole being 
solidly plastered with cement. The tunnel is 
a shade over seven feet in diameter. 
The ventilation is by about a quarter of a mile 
ot common stovepipe with a steam exbaust 
apparatus at the surfaceend. It is very im- 
perfect, the air down where the men work be- 
ing noticeably impure. The tunnel will be 
completed in about five weeks, and the oe 
work, including the new engine and boller 
houses now being erected. will be finished in 
less than three months. The engines are now 
in piace and the engine-house well forward. 
The boilers are in and the boiler-house ready 
for the roof. About 180 men are at work for 
the city on the whole job.

Minwavxer, Wis, Nov. 6.-—(Special.}—It ts 
putting the case very midily t say that in 
almost every feature the results of Tuesday's 
election were a surprise to everybody. of 
course the Republicans were sure of success 
on the State ticket. The retlection of Rusk 
was a foregone conclusion. But nobody really 
believed that the plurality would reach any 
such figures as were shown, With the mant 
test certainty of en increase in the Probibition 
vote—drawn a most entirely from the Repub- 
lieans—the indications that thousands of Re- 
publican members of labor organimations 


| would vote for the Peopie’s ticket and the 


greet personal popujarity of Col. Woodward, 
tue Democratic candidate for Governor, care- 
fai conservative Republicans, who figured out 
the probabie results, could not prophesy more 
than 10,000 plurality for Husk, and in some 
cases tne plurality was placed as low ae 5,000. 
The tull, fina! result—a piurality far exceeding 
20. 000— la almost as great a surprise to the Re- 
publicans as to their opponents. Anocber sur- 
prising ‘eature in this connection is the fact 
that the Governor carried the woe State 
ticket with him, bis fellowemembere on the 
ticket, as a whole, running but little behing 
bim. It was expected that many thoughtful 
Democrats would vote for Rusk on account of 
bis conduct during the May riots; but it was 
not expected that they would for the whole 
ticket. The Democratic leaders have sought 
to betleve and to make n appear that the 
enormous plurality for the Republican State 
Liexet resulted from the political adherence of 
thousands of Democratic workingmen to the 
trades organizations of which they are mem- 
bers. But, while thie u partially true—and 
only partially—the Democrats can trace a con- 
siderabie proportion of their defeat to tne fact 
that so many Democrats voted the Republican 
ticket. 

A mammoth surprise to everybody was the 
overwheiming victory of the People’s party in 
this Convressional district and in some other 
parts of the Nate. Here boto the old parties 
were buried out of sight. All sorts of theories 
are advanced, now that it ts ali ove, to explain 
the enormoys 6.20 of the labor vote, The one 
fact. which covers the whole ground, is that 
the supporters of the Labor ticket, as a whore. 
are members of oatb-bound societies—mem- 
bers who, by the thousand and thousand, are 
bound to act as their leaders direct. The lead- 
ers airected bow the vote shouid be thrown. 
and the direction was followed. Fortunately 
for the weil-being and financial integrity of tho 
count, most of the Labor candidates elected 
are decent men, of honest intent. But the 
general result, especially over the candidate 
tor Congress, is a victory for the Socialistic ei- 
ement. 

Perbaps the greatest surprise of the entire 
election is the result in the Second Congres- 
sional District. That part of the State has 
always been beavily Democratic. Gen. Bragg. 
the Democratic candidate, was elected to Con- 
gress in the distr ct two years ago by over 
4,000 piurality. A. K. Delaney, the Democratic 
candidate in the late election, was the pet of 
the Democracy of Dodge County, the Demo- 
cratic strongboid of the district and the State. 
He bad be'a the office of State Senator, and 
when nominated tor Congress was, as be now 
is, the United States D.strict Atto ne, for the 
Eustern District of the State. Even the most 
sanguine leaders of the Republican party in 
the State did not believe that any Republican 
could be elected in the district. State Treas 
urer McFetr:dge lives in the district, in Dodge 
County. He is one of the most popular men 
in the State, and bas been elected to the Legis- 
fature many times as a Repub.ican in a local- 
ity Where the norma! majority is heavily Dem- 


Pocratic. He was decided upon as the Repub- 


lican to lead the foriorn hope tor Congressmen 
inthe distmet against Delaney. But defeat 
appeared so sure to him that bedeciined. He 
eaid no Repubiican could be elected in 
district. The Kepubiican nomination for 
ngregsman actudliy wont a-beggzing.” The 
Hoa. Richard Guenther is the present Con- 
aressman from the Sixth District. He failed 
to secure a renomiyation at the bands of the 
Beputiican convention of bis d.etrict, having 
deen in Congress three terme and nam ex- 
pressed @ purpore to retire at the end of bis 
present term. Mr. Guenter bas had a re- 
murkesble bistory. He is a native of Germany, 
and, comma to this country a young man, 
settled down to bus ness in Oshkosh. He de- 
veloped great bus ness ability, became a very 
popular citizen and a prominent Kevubdlican. 
Almost belore be could sveak the Engi sb lan- 
guage well the Republicans of the State, look- 
img about for an availiable German-American 
to puton the ticket tor State Treasurer. se- 
lected tim. He was elected, performed ine 
duties of bis office well, and was :ediected. 
At the end of his second term he wus 
nominated or Oongress against the fa- 
mous Gabe Bouck, a Democrat, who was 
regarded as invinoivie. By a fortunate com- 
bination of circumstance. aided by his own 
personal popuiarity, be was elected. Twice 
more be ran, each time against one of the 
most popular Democrats in the district, and 
twiee more he was eiected. His success made 
him an object of interest to the whole Stute. 
He did not live in the Second Distr ot. but be 
was well znowu and ve y popular there. Calis 
were distributed and signed ail over the dis- 
trict asking bim to make the run as an Inde 
pendent Repubi.can against Delaney. His best 
friends, the most sanguine men in the Repuv- 
lican party, thought it folly and politiea death 
for bim to accept. But be acoepted. The ciec- 
on figures snow that he suceceded by a plu- 
rality of over 4,000—a change of over 8.000 
from the Democratic - uccess of two years ago. 
Mr. Guenther is in Milwaukee today, and is re- 
garded almost as an object of curiosity as be 
walks the streets. 

Now, the question arises, What 1s to become 
of Delaney? It is reported that alter receiv- 
ing the Democratic nomination tor Congress, 
feeling sure of election, be sent to Washing- 
ton his resiguation of the office of Un ted 
States District-Attorney, to take effect on the 
appointment of hiseuccessor. He has offended 
agaiust the expressed cvivil-service ideas of the 
President more than some officers of a similar 
grade who dave been removed tor too much 
activity in political affairs. His overwhelm- 
img deieat shows that he has not the confi: 
dence of the people of the Cungressional dis- 
trict from which be was appointed. Although 
an able man, an eloquent speaker, and a great 
favorit in some oj: cies, it would appear that 
be holde bis office now in spite of c.vil-service 
rules and prociamauon, and as a man who 
is rejected vy bis own avme constituency. 

United States Senator Sawyer made a visit 
to this city this week aiter the excitement in- 
cident to the election was ended. He was in 
that bappy frame ot mind which might be ex- 
pected to characterize a wan who is a cand - 
date for re@tection and who koows that be has 
a clear majority of more than thirty members- 
elect of the Legisiature. Mr. Sawyer is one of 
the sbrewdest po:it cans in this country. To 
his excelient suggestions and able efforts is 
due a large shure of tue great success of the 
Republicao party in this State inst Tuesday. 
Had bis advice been followed in alt matters 
the result would buve been ait more satistac- 
tory. He saw, as did Gov. Rusk anda few 
other wise men in bis party, that the contest 
in this Congressional District was to be de- 
tween the jaw and order element in the com- 
mun ty and the great organized force which 
supported the Socialist Smith for Congress. 
He was in favor ot uuiting the law and order 
element on one candidate against Smith. The 
Democrats were in the fleid with the Hon.

Mr. Sawyer 
saw defeat in prospect for both Republicans 
and Democrats if both should nominate or 
support candidates tor Congress.

‘POLITICS IN CALIFORNIA. 


M. H. De Young Ixplaing Why the State 
Went Democratic at This Election.

MUSICAL MATTERS. 


Should There Be Music Between the Acts? 

ane deaths of Liszt and Laube occurring 
witbia such a short time of each other recall 
the lively aiscussion raised between the musician 
and poet some years ago. Ferdinand Hiller in 
some music paper or other wrote a sbarp at- 
tack on entr’acte music, and Baron von Gutz- 
kow, on bebaif of the dramatists, answered as 
sharply. Liszt, m a series of letters in the 
Echo, a music paper, took sides with his friend 
Hiller, but, while the latter contented 
himself with iaughing at the ical 
inconvenience of the fasbion, Liszt 
thundered against the degradation of art 
with all the anger and pathos of aspoiled chiid 
of the muses. In Germany, where everything 
is taken seriously, the discussion awakened no 
littie m Then there was commonly an 
endeavor make a connection between the 
entr’acte music end the spirit of the play, but 
the failure of nearly every attempt almost jus- 
tified Liszt’s dogmatic that music of 
che sort is only bad m written by good 
musicians. 


In fact, of the great quantity of music writ- 
ten to tragedy or comedy there is little that 
umts the purport of toe play or portrays the 
lights and sbadows of the characters. The

In the Egmont music, for 
instance, Beethoven repeats ercbestraily. after 
the third act, Klarchen s song, and then with 
daring suddenness passes into an Alla Mar- 
ois.“ martial and truculent, foresbadow- 
ing the entrance of the Spanish troops. 
In the “Summer Night's Dream Men- 
deissohn’s method is the same. After the 
third act the music is reminiscent only of the 
anxious delight, dasbed with fear. of the 
lovers astray in the woods, until it breaks into 
the brisk movement that pictares, as well as 
words, the droll spirit of the next act. The 
famous ** Weadimg March,“ before the fifth act, 
comes like an invitation to the bridal 
feast. But these are high and lonely excep 
tions. In eutr’acte music in general Liszt, 
with bis fiery love for tone-art, 
saw only a degradation—Pegasus hitched 
toadray. The chill of inartistic surround- 
ings, the frivolous atmosphere inseparable 
from the play-house, were in bis mind fatal to 
art. And that music sbould be set to fetch 
and carry, degraded to aservitor of plays and 
costumes, seemed to him an outrage. In this 
vein the master thundered. 

Heinrich Laube, a Moliére of the people, and 
like tne great Frenchman a poet of no little 
practicality, replied, and the discussion grew 
more piquant. One saw the curious spectacie 
of a musician combatimg music ia plays, 
while a playwright argued for it. But Laube’s 
point of view was on a level with the earth- 
line, while Liezt’s was among the stars. The 
Egmont muste, wrote Laube, i only good 
where it 6 a poetic aid to the drama. 
I must admu muc of it displeases me. Its 
demands are too imperative. It leaves one no 
mind to enjoy, the poem. Entr’acte music should 
emphasize perbaps the chief points ot the 
drama, but sts true province is to while away 
the pauses—the periods of reaction and de- 
pression. The musicians, I know, are sworn 
enemies of entr'acte music. No m nar- 
rower than the artist. The painter/will not 
make a picture for tue stage, nor the ulptor 
a statue, because thei art works, o ity, 
become mere incidental aids. Now let the 
poet, be conciudes, refuse to write an opera 
text because it is merely a puppet to dance 
to the music.“ 

There is no doubt that the esthetic grounds 
on which Liszt opposed enutr’acte music were 
weil taken, but the public is not ideal. Even 
Laube, the poet, admitted that the Egmont 
music bored nim. The connection between 
the play and the music exists only in theory. 
Liszt wrote in angry German polysyliabies 
about the inattention, the chatter and bustie 
between acts, forgetting that one purpose of 
the music is to furnish a toneful me- 
dium in which the conversation may float. 
Tnere is a reasoniess pleasure in music balf- 
heard, balf-lost, that the wiseiy indolent know 
bow to enjoy. Music as no other art touches 
the Ingbest and lowest things of life—the 
isolated moments of intensest emotion and 
the bumdrum hours of everyday existence. 
Entracto music is not a bigh form, to be 
su lt m lower than the dance and march 

tle above the rhythmic raitie to which 
the equestrienne dashes about the circus. It 
serves no art purpose, and rarely pretends to 
any. One only looks for bright bits of gram- 
matical jingle that bave no purpert any more 
than the chattering of ‘pretty women in the 
boxes. Few of the latt ay plays are ** writ- 
ton uo to musically, and it is just as well. 
Some very amusing selections are made, but 
as no one ever listens to mem they yr tee

Now and then the score shows 
no little cleverness, out the cleverness is fun- 
trinsically superficial—it is a trick and not an 
art, the result of easy appro and not 
of inspirauon. There is arrangement, but not 
thought. In fact, the music is of the ‘* Kapeil- 
meister sort, stupidly respectable. Here and 
there it rises into a nowy sembiance of vitali- 
ty, but, taken all in all, it is uninteregting. 
Altdougb the composer is master of the nicety 
of melodie art, he bas little melodic invention. 
One of the best songs is the “Alt Heidelberg 
du Feine that closes the first act, and there are 
already two more spirited settings of the 
Verses. The Thalia company gave a fairly 
successful presentation of the opera. Mr. 
Otto Rathjens (Werner Kirchof) bas 
a rich, cultured voice and a burly method that 
woo the enthusiasm of the audience at once.

or principle yet discovered on the earth, how- 
ever useful or powerful in its adult existence, 
which bas not passed through a long period of 
feebied useless infancy. Alchemy was the 
infancy of chemistry, astrology of astronomy, 
and art of natural science. For ages men 
paid unbounded nomage to the lifelike shad- 
ows of Raphael before science unfolded tne 
wonders of the flesh, blood, bone, muscle, 

nerve which be copied, Gober played in 
the fre with metals, and discovered the acias 
edsential to most of our chemical experiments. 

Aluazen played in the water-bow! with a stick, 

and observed the refracuon of licht, which 

was the first step towards magnifying lenses; 
and the firat telesqopes were afterwards made 
for children’s toys, and from them Galileo took 
bis pattern. wr. Black played with a lump of 
ice in a sauce-pan, observing the temperature, 
and James Watt was turuished with scientific 
facts through which the steam engine was 
dullt and matured, from an infancy that 
antedated the Christian era by 120 years, In- 
credibie as it may seem, this wonderful inven- 
tion slept in the lap ot Christian faith for 1,800 


years, to be awakened by a dull boy mechanic 
who never could learn bis catechism. 

And the same may be eald of electricity, ex- 
cept that its infancy was longer and even 
more feeble. Its birth is assigned to a date 
far more remote and to surroundings more 
favorable to development, if art can be ac- 
counted an auxiliary of progress. The mythic- 
al Greek rubbed the stick of ag oe found 
it possessed power to attract t bodies. 
Amber in Greek is called electricon, ana hence 
the name of electricity. 

They chmstened the cbdild and dandied un on 
the knee of art, and laughed and wondered at 
its precocious power for a while, and then laid 
it away in its supernatural cradie, where 
it slept, with wakmg intervals, up to 
a period within the memory of living 
men. The tistory of that early life 
is of no present interest beyond the fact that 
years of toll and experimeut were necessary to 
learn its facetious ways and deveiop it from 
infancy to manhood; but the study of the con- 
ditions demanded and its mastery at 
last crowned the patient labors of Stephen 
Gray. This philosopber discovered that a glass 
tube with a cork in its end drew light objects 
to the cork, and, later, that the cork suspended 
by a string from the tube still continued to at- 
tract; when he bad iengtheved the cord to sev- 
era!) bundred feet, sustaining it by pack-thread, 
and it failed, he substituted silken thread and 
again produced the attraction, then he was led 
to the conclusion that some materials carried 
away or interrupted the current and 
others did not, and insulation 
was added to the «nowledge of 
electricity.. It was now e¢@stablished that 
electricity coaia be conveyed over an indefinit 
space upon a conducting medium properly in- 
sulated; and this was a grand stride towards 
utility. Science was then iu possession of the 
means of generating the power and of con- 
ducting it to any field of usefulness. 

It is today the messenger-boy of the civil 
ized world. It is the nerve that connects every 
brain eentre of demand wit all its avenues of 
supply; it carries the commands of govern- 
ment to the governed, the interco of na- 
uons thriils ite currents beneath the seas, and 
the commerce and industry of the whole world 
would be at least tespporarily paralyzed if it 
should rest from its labors one hour of either 
the day or the night. It is the nerves of the 
body politic, and as vital in its existence as the 
nerves in the human form. : 

In asking of ite tuture let us first look to the 
source of supply. Benjamin Franklin, for 
want of better light, called it a fluid; but we 
now know that light, heat, electricity, and 
sound are but different manifestations of en- 
ergy. To the great fountain of force, then, 
we must look for the supply of electrieity. In 
the earlier history of geology we were taught 
that there were sixty-six different original ele- 
ments in aature—namely: gold, silver, iron, 
copper, ete. Later discoveries jadded to the 
number until, I believe, it was swelled to 
eighty-eight. For many years, however, there 
bas existed in the mirds of many inveati- 
gators the vague idea that all these so-called, 
original elements would be found to be but 
complex forms of one simple eiewent. Ex- 
periments in chemistry and with the spectro- 
scope made in the last few years by Lockyer 
and other eminent scientists have developed 
conditions that seem to give full warrant to 
the behef that all the original elements in 
Nature, rock, mineral, earth and water, ani- 
mal and vegetable matter, can be reduced to 
hydrogen, and that bydrogen is but a complex 
torm of energy. It this be 60 then the earth 
and all that is upon it, the solar system, and 
all the stars that gleam in space, with their 
worlds and belongings, are but an aggregation, 
a coherence of energy. 

Light is produced by transverse waves oo- 
curring in ether or energy, as rapidly as 200, 
000.000,000,000 per second to produce some 
colors. Light comes to us from the sun and 
from stars 80 distant that thousands of years 
are consumed in reaching us, traveling at the 
rate of 186,000 miles per second. We must 
conciude, therefure, that all space between us 
and the sun and ali the stars of the visible and 
invisible universe is filled by this simple ether 
or energy—that energy is the normal condi- 
tion of the universe. 

Nature's ways are unchangeable, and the 
telescope now discloses gathering clouds of 
spiral nebule formed by the aggregation of 
this universal ether, in and around which are 
nuolae— world and sun germs—growimg by no- 
cretion and condensation into form. precisely 
the same as our solar system was gathered in 
from the energy of space. Heat is produced 
by the arrest of mouon. In our earth the 
force of gathering energy isso far arrested 
that we give off no heat or light excent that 
which is radiated or reflected. The sun is stiii 
condensing and attracting large quantities of 
cosmic matter from space and the arrest of the 
force, the impingement of matter, produces 
great beat and energy which is thrown off in 
form of heat, light, and electricity. Therefore, 
all the energy we have’ on the earth comes 
from the sun, excepting, perhaps, a trifie that 
may reach us from the stars. Tnis 18, of 
course, assuming that our earth is matter 
ibrown off by the sua when in nebulous condi- 
don. 

The amount of energy we are daily receiy- 
ing from the sun should arrest our attention 
for one moment. The rains that fall from the 
heaveus are produced the power of the sun 
deating upon and hea the waters—expand- 
ing the drops into invisibie aqueous vapor so 
that it rises and is wafted by the winds into 
cooler strata and is condensed into clouds and 
ta ln showers. It is estimated that to pro- 
duce a rainfail of one inch upon the little 
island of Eogiland requires a power equal to 
tne consumption of 500,000 tons of coal. The 
tree that grows by the roadside is lifting gal- 
jons of water every aay from the earth and 
forcing it into its uppermost branches, and it 
requires the same wower to sccomplish the 
work that would be expended by a man 
in carryng it up a flight of 
to the same hignt. This process is 
gomg on in every grove and orchard, and in 
all the countiess millions of trees that com- 
pose the vast trackless forests of the globe. 
Every biade cf grass that grows on the earth 
is constantly lifting iittle rivers of water 
through the ducts of its fibre, and there is no 
Ille in the animate wurid that does not draw 
from the power of the sun. : 

If we stand at the foot of Niagara and watch 
the falling torrent we can estimate the will- 
ions of horse-power going to waste: but when 
‘we go to tne rock-bound coast and pehold the 
mighty breakers riding in on the wings of the 
wind, roaring in anger and thundering against 
the walls of granit, the wildest imagination 
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ö As a vower in mechanics 
it is rapidly encroaching upon the domain 
steam, and yet its great work in 
men is but just commenced. 


ee and the easier he could perform the 

The discovery of steel had given us a new 
and cheap material, far superior to iron, out 
of which to form our implements of industry: 
and to these superior implements we owe very 
much of the wonderful strides ot the last 
decade. If it should now transpire that elec- 
tricity would be induced to resume its oid- 
tine babits and reéstablish some of kind old 
Nature’s laboratories, in which it once formu- 
lated the various metals now known on earth, 
we could iook for a bronze weighing only one- 
third as much as steel yet three time as 
Strong, and that both plentiful and cheap. He 
then proceeded to explain from a scientific 
standpoint the reasons for thinking such a 
desirable consummation entirely within the 
bounds of reasonable expectation. But bis 
reasoning was fortitied by such an array of 
scientific facts that tere is not space to re- 
count them. 

In closing he said the question was often 
asked, When and where shail we reach the 
zenith of this wonderful age of mental growth 
and improvement? And it was possibile that 
the beginning of che end was at band and 
might precede by hundreds of years the new 
ane of bronze. We should one day go back to 
the dark ages as surely as we bad emerged 
from them. It was a sad thing to see, either 
in a family or a naton, a brotner’s band lifted 
agaiust a brother, and such a national calam- 
ity might well give us cause for anxiety. This 
array of labor aguinst capital, unless some 
peaceful solution be devised, will blast every 
hope and ambition of civilization. In search- 
ing a remedy the cause must first be ascer- 
tained. It is here. Labor is outstripping 
wealth, both in intelligence and integrity. 

I heard a thinking’ man say a few days ago that 
with barely one or two exceptions there was not 
among the extremely — Lasse: of America a 
man of more than just o ary intelligence. 
That aga rule they were not possessed of as 
much information as the ordinary mechanic, and 
with scarcely an exception they were unscrupu- 
lous in their dealings. 

Consideration for the well-being of others is 
the ere of high mental culture, and never 
enters the mind of the ignorant. The unguarded 
remark that fell from the lips of one of our late 
millionaires, the public be d—d,”’ was unfortu- 
nate inthe extreme; but such sentiments, and 
the i t, selfish spirit that ders 
them, unspoken in the breast of wealth 
throughout our land, may raise up a power 
that shall baptize Young rica in the waters 
of a political Jordan, and clot the silvery hairs 
of liberty in blood. Wealth has staked out its 
liberty bounds till they extend away over on the 

hts of labor, and now labor has unfurled its 
White flag of human rights till it threatens to 
cloud the sun from the fields of wealth. But

After the appearance of Christ recorded in 
the last lesson, He made himself known to the 
two disciples on their way to Emmaus and to 
Peter. The chief priests bad in the meantime 
bribed the soldiers to say that the body of 
Jesus had been stolen. The lesson contains 
the evidence to prove the resurrection of 
Christ. Thomas was an ineredulous person, 
seeing all the difficulties in the case, sometimes 
overcome with despondency, and yet full of 
ardent love for the Master. When Jesus ap- 
peared to the disciples Thomas was absent, 
and on being told of that great event he er- 
pressed great doubt. The story in the sacred 
text is as follows: 

19. When therefore it was evening, on that 
day, the first day of the week, and when the 
doors were shut where the disdiples were, for 
fear of the Jews, Jesus came and stood in the 
midst, and saith unto them, Peace be unto 
you. 20. And when He said this, He shewed 
unto them His bands and side. The disciples 
therefore were glad, when they saw the Lord. 
21. Jesus therefore suid to them again, Peace 


be unto you: as the Father hath sent me, even 
so send I you. 22. And when He bad said this, 


ceive ye the Holy Ghost: 28. Whose soever 
sins ye forgive, they are forgiven unto them:

CHARACTERISTI08 OF THE COWBOY.

This fact has given rise to a widely diffused 
belief that the cowboy cannot walk, as 
he is often cited, as an instan ce—a stupendous 
manifestation, in fact—otf the wonderful work- 
inge of Nature in adaptimg her creatures to we 
circumstances surrounding mem. It is argued 
that once the cowboy was a buman being—a 
biped with the ordinary powers of locomotion, 
but dering the course of ages, becoming more 
and more attached to nie horse, and having 
gradual'y ceased to use bis legs, these im- 
portant adjuncts have become incapacitated 
tor uses, and thus the cowboy and 
his pony have developed into a bybrid of man 
and horse, an inferior kind of Centaur. 

Some scientists, however, dispute this, as 
several specimens of cowboys have been from 
time to time discovered, who, wandermg itito 
the busy haunts of men, bave, under the infin- 
ence of egeitement and while sufferm from 
intense thirst, been seen to detach themselves 
from their mustangs and disappear into cer- 
tain business houses, where their wants are 
attended to by a man w a diamond 
breastpin. and white apron. Yet, ihovgh 
this was proved beyond a doubt by several 
competent witnesses, and it was acknowledged 
that the specimens alluded to walked, or rather 
staggered, with uneven and wavering. steps, 
this Goes not disprove tne 1 theory.

ITEMS FROM A LAWYEB’S BILL. 


Some of the Curious Services for Which 
Charges Are Made. 

Provipence, R. I., Nov. 6.—Another of the 
many side issues which have been developed 
in the Sprague case came up in the Supreme 
Court today. Jerome B. Kimball, an attorney, 
has brought suit against the, Quidueek Com- 
pany to recover $10,000 for services as counsel 
from Feb. 26, 1880, to Sept. 6, 1883.

Angiomaniac Worshipers of the Horse 
The Matrimenial Season. 

New Tonk. Nov. 6.—|S8peocial. |—After many 
feeble and tentative efforts the season of 
1890-7 finally opened during the last week, and 
opeped, too, with a rush whieh, if kept up, 
will insure an unusually gay winter. This 
auspicious beginning was due primarily and 
solely to that noble animal the horse, which, 
after, carrying eo many members of the gay 
world safely over fences and hedges during 
the spring and autumn, gathered an assem- 
biage ef bis kind together and bore the entire 
world of New York society inte its winter 
season, This was accomplished at the 
Madison Square Garden, where every 
afterneon and evening of the last week 
the belles and beaux, the young and old, mar- 
ried matrons and the youthful and elderiy ciub 
men bave gathered, 2,000 strong, to witness 
the perfection and tme performance of the 
four-legged beast Wich society, as said above, 
does now most worship. The managers of this 
annual sbow, which has now become a fixture, 
acted. most w this year in placing n in the 
first week of November, and New York 
society owes them a debt of gratitude 
for giving it so Gongenial and attractive an 
entertainment, where, for the first time after 
six months of outifig, ther can meet on an in- 
dependent and equai footing and diseuss the 
summer past and the winter to come. No 
better evidence that the horse show starts the 
season oan be afferded than the tact that soon 
after its beginaing announcements of the first 
teas appeared, a sure sign that the winter gay- 
eties are not far off. Not that teas should be 
considered gayeties; heaven forbid. They 
simply presage the latter, but are in them- 
selves a seemingly inevitable evil which these 
latter degenerate and economical days have 
foisted upon us. 

The columns of the Tunes each morning 
during the week have given the names of the 
most noted and fashienabie of the large as-

One of Mrs. Langtry’s.borses, in fact, had 
only an apology for or suggestion of ‘the neces- 
sary caudal appendage and provoked many 
expressions of sympathy even among the most 
pronounced anglomaniacs present. The wise 
policy of giving a whole week to the show was 
well proved by the large receipts, and in fact 
the whole week bas proved an enjoyable and 
successful one. The chief winners in the va- 
rious classes were: Mrs. Langtry, Mr. Hugo 
Fritsch, Mr. Foxball Keene, Mr. Hugh Steven- 
son, and Mr. Pierre Lorillard, whose per 
fectly appointed four-in-band eligited loud and 
deserved applause Thursday. 

So much for the equine sideof the show. 
The human part of the show was quite as in- 
teresting in its way, and, indeed, to a large 
number of sensitive people who professto flud 
no pleasure in watching a number of nervous 
high-strung animals almost besides themselves 
witb the lights, the applause, and the music of 
a blaring band, spurred on to jump over oft- 
times dangerous hurdles in a narrow and con- 
fined space, with momentary danger 
of sericus accident or death to their 
riders and themselyes, and to an equal- 
ly large number who, while not 80 
apprehensive or sensitive, st ili have a sort of 
feeling that they would rather go to Barnum’s 
and pay fifty cents to see a good performance 
in three rings rather than about three dollars 
to see a show in one ring, the reserved 
seats, and their occupants were the really 
attractive part of the entertainment.

a Prize-Fight—-Two Ony-Leada ef Ruf- 
gans Fighting for Sixty Miles—The Cars 
Full of Bullet-Holes and the Floors 
Covered with Blood—The “Best Man“ 
Loses the Fight and Goes to the Peni- 
tentlary. | 
Omaha Letter in New Yoru Sun: A large 
number of loca! sports went to Lincoln the 
other day to welcome Jack Hanley on his 


restoration to liberty and to escort bim back 
to this city. Hanley was convicted at Wahoo 
in 1884 for participating in a remarkable prize 


fight, and was sentenced to the State prison 


for two years. The fight occurred in 1883, and 


Hanley’s antagonist was a man named Feil, 
who had been brought bere by a sport for tne 
purpose of whipping the town. Fell bad 
worked in the mines of Missouri, bad traveled 
extensively in the Far West, and was a hard 
customer. Masing his headquarters at the 


saloon of his patron he became an object of 


loathing to most of the local pugilists, and one 
by one he cleaned them out until they had no 


further use for bim. At length they got to- 


gether and made arrangements to find a man 
who coula get away with him. This was not 
an easy task. Several ambitious bruisers were 
invited nere, but after they had sized up the 
man they all concluded that they did not wan 
the job. Ose sporting. man finally beard 
Jack Hanley. who had lived here at one time, 
but was then in the mining camps of Colorado. 
Having whipped nearly everybody who was 
willing to meet bim out there, Jack oame on 
and went into training with the idea of ki) ing 
Fell at the first blow. Nothing else was talked 


about here in certain circies, and the betting 
was brisk. Pell bad no friends, but bis backer 


had money, and koowing that his man bad 

worked in the Missouri mines he sent down 

for a few tough customers to come up and do 

the talking for his side, 5 
The word was 

that the fight was to take place the next day in 

Saunders County, sixty miles west of Omaha. 


At midnight a cold, drizzimg rain began to 


fall, and a few minutes before tne appointed 


| hour the sports moved,toward the train. This 


was made up of afreight car and a passenger 
coach which could hardly hold itself together, 
At the depot, sneaking around in dark places 
and crawling out of box oars; were found 
about fifty as tough customers as were ever 
seen in this region. All were armed, and 
most of them were drunk. It was soon whis 
pered around that they were triends of Fell 
who bad been brought up from the river 
towns, and, as they were already fighting, 
many of the more peaceful Omaha sports 
decided at the last minute not to go. 

solid men went along, however, first getting 
such arms as they could find. Those who 
could not secure revolvers or knives took 
coupling links and pins, and one man took a 
brake beam. At I o'clock the train pulled out 
with about 200 passengers, the understanding 
bemg that the pugilista would be picked up 
somewhere down the road. Before the train 
had gone ten miles there bad been a dozen 
fights. At Waterloo the principais were taken 
on board, and from that time on the two cars 
were constantly streaked with fiying fists, 


window and was never seen 
down the Republican Valley branch, the train 
at length haited about day t on the prairie 
a mile beyond the Platte, where it was an- 
nounced the fight would take place. The rain 
was still fall and there was a fog which 
made objects a few reds away invisible. Fell 


and Hanley remained in the car making them- 


selves as comfortable as possible, while the 
crowd busied themselves with pitching the 
ring. 


The selection of a referee occupied a great 


deal of time, during which fifteen fights occur- 
red, Hanley now found that his friends haa 


not come out in la numbers, and that in 


point of toughness retainers of Fell sur- 


passed his own followers. While the referee 


was being fixed upon, Feli’s friends showed 
their faith in their man by going around the 
rig offermg to bet two to one on him. Oneof 


them gave Fell a $100 bill, and that worthy 


passed to and fro offering to bet it against $10 
that he would cripple the other fellow at the 
first blow. Ot course you will,“ a dozen of his 
friends cried. * You've got to!“ Then the Fell 
crowd drew their weapons, and when it was 
announced that a referee had been agreed 
upon and that he was a friend of Fell some of 
the latter’s supporters fired off their revolvers 
iu the air as a salute. Hanley now saw that, 
even if be won the faut, the Missourians 
would never permit him to have it, and he was 
disposed to back out, but this was not on the 
program of anybody else. The fight bad to 
take place in one form or another, and Hanley 
finally concluded that it would be better to 
have it in the ring than scattered all over the 
county. 

Under these conditions the battle began. Feil 
was darme and impetuous, while Hanley 
showed more science. After a few rushes Fel 
made a lunge at Hanley and was knucked clean 
off bis feet. In the fourth round the same dose 
was administered, only in more emphatic form, 
Fell being driven {or twenty feet through the 
mud like a plough... At this the hopes of the 
Omaha crowd rose, but the Fell oontingent be- 
came ugly and set up a claim of foul. The 
Hanley men booted at this assumption, and ten 
or twelve of Fell’s men jumped into tie ring 
and began to belt the Hanley men iu the nose, 
In a second everybody on the ground was in 
the méiée, principals included, and for a 
time there was the prettiest battle ever 
seen in these parts. After all bad become 
winded, the referee suggested that the main 
pattle bad better go on as advertised, and this 
brought a cessation of hostilities. « 

At the first blow Fell dropped again, and an 
excitable friend of his who could not control 
himself jumped into the ring again. As this 


was regarded as suspicious by the Hanley men, 
five or six of them followed him within the 
ropes, and the first man, im order to escape 


punishment, jumped out and started off on the 


prairie, yelling like a Comanche, the Hanley 
men atter him, firing their revolvers and join- 
ing in the screeohes. After them came a big 
party of Fell men, also yeiling and firmg at 
every jump. The chase was kept up for about 
& mile, and resulted in several wounds, none of 

When order was once again 
restored it was found that Fell and Hanley, 
who had been left behind, bad been baving a 
quiet little fight by themselves in the ring, in 
which both had received considerable punish- 
ment. Seeing the principals still at it, the 
crowd broke for the ring, and in a few minutes 
all were watching the movements of the fight-- 
ers as if nothing had happened. 


At the end of every round the Fell men 


would erg foul, and at the conclusion of the

The 
three larger Sub-Treasuries are those at New 
York, Philadeiphia, and Boston. Baitimore, 
Cincinnati, San Francisco, New Orleans, and 
St. Louis are away behind as compared with 
Chicago. 


MEZEROF?’S PLANS FOR FUTURE WAR. 


He Will Make the Next War Frightfully De- 

structive—Some Startling Suggestions. 

New Tonk. Nov. 6.—(Special.)}|—Mezerof, 
the dy namite-bomb maker, is wandering around 
New York in a mysterious sort ofaway. He 
is more than six feet tall and has the bearing of 
asoldier. His eye is keen, bis jaw is square, 
and his hair and mustache bristle. Mezeroff 
created a great stir in Socialistic and dynamite 
circies a few years ago by his invention of the 
dynamite bomb end his annexation of 
explosives to the cause of freeing Ire- 
land. It was be who superintended 
and planned the explosions in London, and for 
a time he was band in glove with the O' Dono- 
van-Rossa crowd. He quarreied with them, 
however, on the very humane ground that 
nothing be was to do sbould im any manner 
imperil numan lite. Rossa and bis gang were 
for blowing up Parliament and English ships 
and Engiishmen with them, but Mezeroff would 
not enter into any such arrangement and quit 
the whole Irish business. The result is bitter 
hatred between bim and the Irish dynamite 
party. “You sbould bave seen Rossa turn 
pale, said Mezeroff, * when I drew a little su- 
inch brass bomb from my pocket and threat- 
ened to blow him and his office into bits if he 
did not settle my accounts with bis party and 
give me my pay for what 1 had furnished to 
3 

Mezeroff is an intelligent and most interest- 
ing man. In an hour's chat with him be men- 
tioned balf a dozen schemes for the destruc- 
tion of armies, the upbeaval of mountain 
passes 60 as to render them impassabie, and 
the destruction of navies; but all through his 
talk an intensely bitter hatred toward Engiand 
cropped out, and at length 1 asked bim the 
cause. “I was born in Scotland.“ he replied, 
“of a Russian father and a Scotch mother. 
When a young man lI was a student at Edin- 
boro, and we students went out one day to see 
the Queen ride through the streets. I was so 
absorbed in watchmg her hat I neglected to 
take off my hat, and for this offense of not 
uncovering to royalty a soldier on guard 
struck me to the ground with his musket. For 
six months I was in the hospital, and 
I there had ample time to reflect on 
the wrongs of Engiand’s system of gov- 
ernment and the injustice done toward 
the poor. I then and there became England's 
enemy, and I think I have caused ber some 
trouble in a quiet way. Her detectives have 
tollowed me all over the globe and are watch- 
ing me now. Ihave invented explosives ana 
applied them to the destruction of property. 
Just now I am doing nothing in the way of 
following the English. I couid not enter into 
the plans of the beli-hounds who propose to 
sacrifice life merely to frighten the Govern- 
ment. When war against England is deciared 
I will de second to none in my aid; but help- 
lees women, and children, and men who are 
minding their own affairs will never fall by my 
band. Why, it would sicken you to know of 
what these hteil-hounds actually proposed to 
do. They wanted me to make bombs to blow 
up steamships carrying the British flag; they 
wanted public buil ass blown up and the peo- 
ple scattered by the most violent explosives. 
No, I cannot fight in that manner,’ 

„What are you doing now?” was asked. 

“Tnventing new explosives, and more par- 
ticularly inventing methods for using them. 
We now have forces of sufficient strengtü to 
destroy anything. We can burst granit blocks 
that weigh tons. We can pulverize moupt- 
ains. Buildings can be blown tosplinters, and 
ships can be rent asunder. The probiem now 
is how to use this terribie power against tne 
enemy; bow to blow up ships from a distance 
of two to five miles; bow to destror regiments 
of men at one discharge. All this will be done 
in the next war. I bave here an arrangement 
for discharging explosives by means of 
chemical action that can be used anywhere, 
and be exploded to within fifteen seconds of a 
given time. It is less than the size of an ear 
of corn, as you see. I have «a torpedo-boat 
that I think can be run under weter fora dis- 
tance of five miles and exploded under a ves- 
sel. I can dlow up mountain passes while the 
enemy is marching through them.” 

Mezeroff thinks that the next war will be the 
most destructive of human life of any ever 
known.

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A DRINK BROUGHT FROM INDIA. 


Tons Upon Tons of Rice Brought to Our 
Lager-Beer Brewers Every Week. 
New Yorx, Nov. 6.—({Special.j—The rice 


brandy that the Chinese drink and import to 


this country is the most lightning-like intoxi- 


inviting beer made in this country is littie eise 
than a diluted form of this liquid dynamite. 
The steamsbip Fuida of the Bremen Line now 
in port brought over 2,800 bagsof cracked 
rice, each bag weighing 240 pounds, and the 
whole shipment weighing about 336 tons. The 
vesselg of the German lines bring about as 
much of this commodity to this port twice a 
week. The rice is imported to Germany from 
india, and is exciusively for use by brewers, 
who produce with it the lighter shades of 
um ber- colored lager beer that bas been found 
to sell the best in thie country. Lager beer 
was originaiily made of bariey mait aad hops, 
brewed in the fall and allowed to tie till spring. 
The dark beers were those that bad the most 
barley in them; tne light were those that were 
made up mostly ot nops. Beer differs from 
whisky in being produced by siow fermenta- 
tion, and the custom of letting it lie all winter 
in vaules retarded fermentation to just the 
right degree. 

Now, because barley is dear, such articles 
ns rice and corn are substituted for it. These 
have not got enough sugar, and glucose is 
added o give them enough. In place of win- 
ter weather the brewers now use cooling ma- 
cbines, which hurry the process so that they 
ean market their beer ina month. The licht 
beers sell the best, and the lightest and pret~ 
test beer made in this and many other cities 
is brewed of this rice, togetmer with glucose. 
and is nothing more or less than a mild form 
of the deadiy rice orandy the Chinese swell 
their heads with.

the email intestines were all drawn from the 
abdomen throurb the sut and bunched upon 
the sheet, which was then quickly folded over 
them, bold them as if in a bag. To keep 
them warm they were covered with towels out 
of a warm solution of carbolic acid. A ligature 
of fine silk thread bad been prepared by voll- 
ing it two bours iu carbdollc acid, and then 
sosking it during the operations in a weak 
solution of the acid. With two pairs of forceps 
the operator tore a sift half an inch long in the 
lining of the back of the abdominal cavity, d. 
rectly over the @iseased artery. There the 
tumor was found tobe of the shape and sue 
of e man's fist. With a blunt curved needie 
the surgeon passed the silk ligature around 
the artery three-fourths of an ut from the 
tumor, where it was firmly tied and the ends 
cat stort. The intestines, which hati been 
kept in their artificial cavity about twenty 
minutes, were then transferred to their nat 
ural resting-place the wound was closed 
by etitcbing the a en ning together with 
catgut and the skin with silk. It was then 
dressed with rubber tissue and iodoform, over 
which were placed layers of sublimated gauze 
and borated cotton. 

Tue patient awaked after baving been kept 
insensible two bours, and at first be gave in- 
dications that be would recover. For the first 
dye days he was given by mic injections of 
morpbive to quiet restiesness. The first day 
he was allowed to eat cracked ice, then to 
drink milk and lime water, and the fifth and 
sixth days to swallow milk and sma.i quant 
ties of whisky. The healing of the wound 
progressed favorably, but the acute inflamma- 
tion bewan teiling on him; be lost bis strenyth 
rapidity, and the seventh day after the opera- 
tiod be died. Drs. Fuhrer and Purroy de- 
lieved that be would dave recovered if his 
system had been otherwise sound. 

Now, with this operation in view, the reader

A BIG BLACK BASS. 


The Catch of an Illinois Specimen Rivaling 
Any in the Lakes. 

Prorta, III., Oct. 30.—Several young men of 
this city recently formed a stock company, 
purchased land, and remodeled a stern- wheel 
boat for pleasure excursions, hunting, and fish- 
ing, and made a trial trip with her to Spring 
Lake, which ia abyut twenty-four milos below 
here, near the Illinois River. We Started 
about 9 o’clovk Tuesday morning, Oct. 12, and 
made about nine miles an hour. Our cook 
had breakfast bright and early next morning, 
after which we took to our rowboats, anti ei- 
pating a fine day's fishing. We found some 
men seining for minnows and secured several 
dozen fine ones.

W. L. Pierce were in our boat. Mr. Nettie had 
just succeeded in pulli out « good-sized bass, 
when he told Mr. Pierce to try Bia luck. He 
did and bad bardiy dropped bis bait into the 
water when he felt a tug, and struck. Then 
commenced a fight for the mastery such as 
one seldum sees; words should bave life ia 
them to depict the scene. May Pierce said 
afterward that it felt hke a log flied full of 
electricity (he was fishing with a laue wood 
pole weighing even ounces). Quick as a 
flash, betore he bad fairly recovered bis bal- 
ance, the bass started, and before he could get 
a pressure upon the line fully fifty yards had 
been run out. Mr. Nettle, who is an expéri- 
enced fisherman, picked up the oar and shot 
the boat out into deep water. Mr. Pierce, 
bearing stoutiy on the fish, tasking bia rod to 
the last ounce of resistance, slowly swayed 
alm about and recovered a little slack. After 
a few sweeps the fish doubied on the line and 
shot straignt for the boat.

Mr. Pierce was very 
much afraid. when be saw what a large fish he 
bad, that it would get away before they could 
get to him with the net, but finally succeeded 
in reeling the fish to the side of the boat, when 
Mr. Nettie put bis hand into the fish's mouth 
and heaved aim into the boat.

A close inspection is made of the protty 
ttle pink palm, and the palmistry student 
goes on, taking almost an entire evening to 
elucidate to the young man bis own charucter- 
istics.

The long slender hand with 
tapering fingers is called the cler wal hand.“ 
and is generally found among people who de- 
vote their time or whose tendencies are toward 
the higher intellectual and spirftual pursuits, 
such as clergymen, poets, authors of high 
ifteratare, and scientists. ‘The soldier hand” 
is well shaped, but is broad, and the fingers 
are not noticeabiy long. Thie kind of a band 
is found among people who have force@of char- 
acter, executive ability, and quick intelligence, 
although it is not of the bigbest order. 

Tue finger-nails even have much to do witb 
the character. Most musicians, artists, and 
people clever with their fingers bave what are 
known as spatulated nails, rather éhort and 
broad, the flugers also broadening at the tips. 
The thumb plays an important part in the 
reading of character. Persons easily led and 
influenced have a small upper joint to the 
thumb, but good reasoning powers, which is 
denoted by the length of the second joint. The 
thamb-aail, if unusually large, sbows unusual 
will power. There are many other outward 
signs before the palm-lines are read, and these 
two seldom disagree. 

The cut illustrates a band with the principal 
lines drawn marked on it. These lines are 
found on every person's Hand, and those ia the 
little pink paims of the tiniest baby areas well 
marked as on the torny palm of age. A noted 
student of palmistry wives the following inter- 
esting directions for finding out the general 
characteristics of a person: 

* The head-line, whieh is the most impor 
tant, should be clearly marked to denote wnat 
is called a level bead,’ and should extend b 
yond the centre of the palm to denote a brain 
better than the ordinary, When R just passes 
or reaches the centre of the palm the intelli. 
gence is only ordinary. If the line keeps one 
course itshows one aim in life, but tois is un- 
usual. If it goes Gut into two or three 
forks it shows an inclination for many cail- 
ings, and if n becomes entirely lost in a laby- 
rinth of marks it shows a person not especially 
adapted to anytam in particular. 

“The lile-line, which is really the next in 
im ance, continued the Professor, who 
isn’t at all sentimental, is easily read. If it 
goes in a clear line from the bead-line down to 
the wrist it denotes good health and long life, 
If broken off in the centre one w.li die when 
midd e-aged, but if continued again the break 
is mere an ness, and if along break a very 
dangerous illness. « Ail breaks in the iife-line 
denote illness. When the life-line branches 
out from the main track each branch denotes a 
descendant, 

I suppose I should take the heartline 
next,” said the Professor. “Indeed, with 
young people it is the most interesting. When 
one bas a good and geverous beart the line 
must tend beyond whatis calied the ring 
finger. If the main line wdeeply marked it 
sbows a person of strong emotional tendencies, 
A fickie nature tssbown by the end of the 
heart-line. If this forks out in many di:eo- 
tions it shows the beartis not steadfast, but 
when it bianchcs out in one or two forks this 
does not show fickleness; because you know 
very few people love only One person. 

“The travel-line runs Very o ose to the life- 
line and crosses the head and heart generaliy, 
but 1 have seen hands where this line was not 
visible. Toward the right tand is the east 
and toward the thumb the west. The iife-line 
generally runs norton and south, and each 
break or offshoot from it denotes a journey in 
the direction it takes, It a long journey the 
break ig a long one, and in in this way one 
dan tellexaet.y bow far they must travel. 
Of course, there are thousands of other lines 
on the band by which one’s fortune and his- 
tory can be read, een to the most minute 
details, but those. I dave mentioned are the 
most important ones. Palmistry is a great 
study, greater than pbrenology, and more 
people are becoming converts to it each day.“

HOW A SERMON IS MADE. 


A Veteran of the Pulpit Explains the Modus 
Operandi, 

After Cisoussing the changes in Brooklyn in 
general and in the Church of the Pilgrims in 
tie last forty years, the reporter asked Dr. 
Storrs if be was wilimg to teil the public how 
be prepared a sermon. 

“Oertainly,” he replied. “A subject sug- 
gests itself to me, through reading a verse of 
Scripture.

“OLD BOB JONES.” 


The Originator of the Term, “Drunk as a 
Billed Owl.” 

Just before the late War between the States 
there died in the city almsbouse of Lynchbirg, 
Va., a man of fine education, brilliant. inte“ 
lect, and varied accomplishments. He was a 
recognized authority in grammar, geograpby, 
arithmetic, history, and religion. He was up- 
wards of six feet bigh, straight as an arrow. 
and bad long black har and a flowing beard 
which reached to his waist. His bair was 
black and glossy as the raven’s wing, but an 
utter disregard of the simplest rules of clean- 
liness percipitated premature old age and 
death in tne almshouse. His pemanship was 
like copper-piate, and bis knowledge of men 
remarkable. He never forget a name, a face, 
a Kindness, or an insult. He was universally 
kovuwn as Bod Jones.” 

He was a native of Campbell County, and 
descended from one of the first families of the 
State. He mhberited a handsome fortune, 
whieh by some bocus pocus was spirited away, 
and from that time be became a vagabond, 
without a benny or a friend. He wandered 
aimiesiy through all the counties contiguous 
to Lyucbburg, scantily dressed, and an utter 
stranger to soap and water. He boasted that 
he bad been in every jail in Virginia, and was 
especialiy severe io bis denunciations of Lib- 
erty in Bedford County, which corporation 
he ebristened “Dogsboro.” He said the 
authorities there always arrested bim for 
vagrancy after breakfast, forgot to give him 
hig dinner and released bim before supper. 

On one occasion Bob, who bud just been re- 
leased from jail, called at the house of a weal- 
thy resident of Bedford and asked tor some- 
thing to eat. He knew be was not welcome, 
and that the lady of the house was rarely, if 
ever, in good humor. To his surprise ne was 
cordialiy received, the reason dem that the 
proprietress expected Bob to do some much- 
needed work in ber garden. Bob seated him- 
self at taple and “asked a biessing,"’, as 
follows: 

The Lord be praised while woman's pleased, 

For us but now and then; 
We'll eat our diet in and quiet— 
In the name of amen! 

He unshed his dinner with vcelerity and es- 
caped through a rear door. There was a 
beuvy frost, and poor Bob, friendless, penni- 
less, and diseonsolate, must have feit lonely 
indeed, with nowhere to lay bie head. Find- 
ing that a herd of bogs had made their beds 
in a grove near the house be had just left, 
be turned in with them. He was just berin- 
um to feel comfortable when a negro with 
an ax split Open the skull of a hog lying by 
hie side. Bob simply said, “Nigger, mind 
whieh dog you bit!” The darky dropped his 
u and ran, and Bob sbouldered the siaugb- 
tered hog and placed it on the porch of the 
owner. — 

Bob was néarly 70 years old before he sur- 
renderea to the inevitable. He bad slept in 
the woods and in open flelds; bad discussed 
every question with all sorts of people; and 
had been exposed to all kiads of weather with 
no clothing to speak of, and seldom, if ever, 
received a kind word of encouragement. 
During all these long yeurs be had swallowed 
every deseription of intoxicating beverages 
ever invented, and never closed his eyes when 
sober if it coulé be avoided. It was he who 
invented tae inelezant phrase: Drunk as a 
biled owl.“ 

Shortly before the city authorities found it 
necessary—in the interests and for the sake of 
humanity—to take charge of Bob, Sergeant 
Oney of Liberty, wading knee-deep in the 
snow, discovered an object, covered with 
snow, ting on the court-bouse steps. It 
proved to be Bob Jones, wearing a linen coat 
and no shirt. He remarked that he was com-

They stated to the director of an 
asyium into which che poor -fellows were ad- 
mitted to be treated for their injuries that they 
never thought such crueities were practiced 
in this land of the free. These three Russians 
bad saved a little money and came to America 
to make their fortune, They arrived in New 
York on the steamsebip Baltic Uct, 6. An agent 
of an upreliabie employment agency met the 
men in that city and promised to get 
ments for them upon the payment of $1 each. 
The money was gladly paid and the men 
turned uver to a party re oting himself as 
a Baltimorean, and who brought them to thie 
city. When they got bere they were taken 
down to Feti’s Point’ and shipped on board of 
an oyster pungy. Some ove warned them hot 
to leave the chr, but before” they 
could fully make up weir minds tuner 
were rudely hustled aboard the bodt, which 
immediately set sail, Hardly had the pungr 
passed Fort Carroll when the new recru:ts 
were ordered to get to work. Each one was 
assigned a task, which be tried hard to per- 

m acceptably to the officers of the boat, but 
without success. The greatest disadvdntage 
under which they labored was their inability 
10 understand a word of English. This, to 
gether with the general awkwardneés of their 
work, 80 incensed the Captain that be beat 
them most unmerctfully. Aaron Schmidt was 
the first subject of bis Wrath. Tne Captain 
struck bim across the left jaw with a piece of 
iron, almost breaking the bone. This blow 
was fol.owed by several more about the 
body, each one of which broke the flesh 
and drew blood. Ezekiel Arbéltman, a 
youngster scarcely 20 years old, bad several 
of bie teeth knocked out, and Hersch Houck- 
man was oearly starved to death. Besides ve 
ing severely beaven, be was piaced in the hold 
of the vessel for five dars witbout either food 
or drink. In addiuon to this, a colored man on 
board was ordered to pour cold water over bim 
almost every bourin the day. When he was 
brought out of his dungeon cell te Captain 
threatened to throw bim overboard, but he 
pleaded so earnestiy for bis life that the obief 
officer relented, and;sent the three men asbore 
in a small boat, They were landed in Virginia 
somewhere near Cowart's Wharf, id Coan Rie- 
er, and left to their fate, That night wer 
passed in the woods, almost dead from stary- 
ation and the cold. As soon as day light dawn- 
ed they were ciscovered by a sympathetic 
farmer, who took them to bis house, and 
had them wasbed and fed. In their gratitude 
they fell on their Koees and kissed the 
farmer's feet. They were brought back to the 
city by a kind-hearted steamboat Captala, and 
the State authorities are tryihg to find the Cap- 
tain and crew who maltreated tuem. It is dir. 
ficult for the authorities to get bold of the des- 
pots who rule the decks of the oystrér-bdoats, 
and many a poor wretch bas been nearly mur- 
dered and the crime gone Uhpunished. On 
several of the crafts men bave been spirited 
away, and, after being worked until «exbausted, 
have been stripped of every stitch of clothing 
and put ashore in mdwinter. 

It must not, of course, be understood that 
all the Chesapeake oyster-boat Captains are 
barbarians. Many of them are hotorablie, 
honest men, who pay and treat their 
hands well.

THE CHANGED SAWSBUCK, 


The Interest of Memory Attaching to the 
Implement with Most Men. _ 

Every body going to the down-town ferries 
bas seen standing in front of the hardware 
stores, surrounded by no end of granit-ware 
pots, gaivanized wire fencing, low-priced 
ciothes-wringers, and other articles dear to 
the heart of the rural bousekeeper, another ar- 
ticle not dear to the heart of the rural bouse- 
keeper, but one calculated to rouse memories of 
youthfal sorrows if the spectator was reared in 
country or village. This articie is a modern adap- 
tation of the old-fashioned sawbuck. A Vesey 
street bardware dealer was asked about the de- 
mand for sawbucks in this city, where wood 
costs more by the pound than the best coal, and 
will not burn a quarter as long. He wrinkled his 
brows, with the wrinkles running crossWays, 
as they always do on a man’s face who enjoys 
life, but looked off over nis desk as if at seme- 
thing a good way of, and said: 

“The sawbuvks we sell are made in Cleve- 
land, O. I was an Onio boy myself, and lived 
in the swamps of the Maumee, where the trees, 
and the ague, and the corn, and all the prod- 
ucts attain an enormous size. Why, the gas- 
Duck that we bad in our back yard was twice 
as big us those that are for sale here, thourn 
nobody bas been able to improve on the old 
form Ever see an old-fastioned sawbuck? 
Well, ours was made out af a white-oak rail. 
Father took a rail off Deacon Jones’ stake-and- 
rider fence just out of town, one dey, and 
brought it nome. He cut off four iengthe of 
two and a half feet each, and then squared 
them with the ax till they were about two and 
a half by four inches large in cross section. 
With the old-fashioned: wood saw he cut 
notches in them 60 they would fit together 
two and two in the form of an X. and bored 
a hole through the points of the X with 
an zuch and a balf auger. A piece of a two- 
inch. bickory hoop-poie two feet long was 
tapered at each end so that it wouid fit in the 
holes. Bach end was split down two or three 
inches and then the Xs were fitted. over the 
ends. A dry hickory wedge driven into the 
split ends of this o ossniece served to bold the 
Xs to their place for & long time. I was just 
12 years old that fall. I watched the makmg of 
the new sawbuck with interest. When it was 
doue my father pointed to a ten-cord pile of 
four-foot maple and beach, dry and bard asa 
bone, and said: 

“My son, you must saw enough wood ever

reason for doubt except 
as be can take long periods 
that may prove no serious barrier. He 
bas tenacity equal to bis m bition. 
He bas the advantage of being only a 
Tory. A Liberal must tear down and build up; 
he must bave constructive power. A Tory 
bas only to oppose and resist. Iu the present 
complications a Tory leader has nothing to, lead: 
even resistance. He has only to sit still or wa 
into the lobvy and vote in the spirit of resist- 
ance. He need make no move on. bis 
own part. Lord Randolph is suspected. 
however, ot a readiness to move in any direc- 
tion rather than permit the failing to pieces 
of tne present temporary aliance of the anti- 
Giadstone Liverais to drive bim out of power. 
His need is not talenta, but vores. He has so 
alertiy jumped up and down in the discussion 
of ail the living questions that neither the 
House nor the country will in the least be as- 
tonished to find bim anywhere. He is in a 
better position to aliy bimeeif with the pro- 
tecuonists, for instance, than Peel was to ally 
himseif witb the f:ee-traders the day beiore he 
brought in the fret Free Trade bili. He is ia 
a better position to ally himself with the Par- 
neilites than Disraeli was in relation to suf- 
frage re'orm when he brought in the Reform 
bil. Precedents are by no means neevssary 
to Lord Randolph. If an emergency arises, 
he will rise with it. He will cling to office 
with grim determiustion and bew see Lord 
Saliebury disappear from the Premiership 
with perfect complacency as soon as he can 
see bis own way to assume it. 

His manners in the House of Commons are 
devested even by bis associates. Indeed, he 
bas no parilamentary manners. Age cannot 
witber his insolent obtrusiveness nor cusiom 
keep ulm within tne bounds of decorum. His 
tone and attitude toward the vepnerabie 
Premier in the last Parliameot were habitu- 
ally coarse and insulting. His replies to ques- 
tions properly put to bim in the late session as 
leader uf the House were commonly flat or ir- 
relevant or impudent—so often the last thai 
gentiemen unaccustomed to such ruffian- 
jem ceased to ask questions. Once in 
a while his excessive smarteess was 
pungently rebuked by some tongue sharper 
than bis own and be accepted bis punishwent 
with the air of a whipped child, but recovered 
his gayety speedily and showed in the next en- 
counter that whipping did him no good. His 
voice when speaking at length is disagreeabie 
Dut clear and fuiriy well managed. His tew 
prepared speeches, while not discreet or 
brilliant or even interesting beyond the point 
of curiosity as to their contents, were credit- 
abie in the clearness of their arrangement and 
the correctness of their diction.

In debate he lacks grace, 
finesse, wit, and learning, and is no match ior 
the drastic sarcasm of Sir William Harcourt, or 
the splendid diction and piacid dignity ot Sir 
Cuartes Russell, or the clear, straightforward 
sense and stubborn candor of John Morley. 
But in all the debates on Irish questions he 
bad a magnificent quiver irom which to draw 
arrows for bis Liberal assailantse—a quiver 
Nied with the assertions they have the mse! ves 
made—excepting Moriey and Kussell, against 
tne principle of home rule and cdiumnious of 
the people of Ireland. Sir William Harcourt’s 
wit in opposivon was dissipated by cita- 
tions from his anti-Irsb speeches when in 
office. The weightiest of Mr. Giadstore’s ar- 
gument for home rule the punv leader of the 
House was able to match with quotations, 
equally sonorous and apparently as weil fort“ 
fied, from speeches made aga nst Mr. Parnell! 
when Mr. Gladstone was resisting the first 
growth of Irish power in the House. How 
man times may not Lord Randoipb bave re- 
flected that when he brings in bie Home-Ruie 
bill bis enemies will not de abie to fire at him 
80 many missiles shaped by his own hands? 

lt remains to be seen whether tenscity ana 
ambition will be sue ent to keep Lord Rau- 
doiph in bis present dangerous eminence. The 
Irish question will bave to be settled and can 
be settied in only one way. Other quesuons 
are waiting in the close shadows. Wao will 
disestablieh the Engiish Church? Who will 
make tbe schools actually free and education 
compulsory? Who wilt abolish primogeniture? 
Who will put the land of the Kingdum into tne 
market? Who will rescue the perishing Brit- 
ish iarmer from the fate American competi- 
won threatens? Lord Randoipbh certainly be- 
heves that wituin his own head is the capacity to 
solve all these prob ems. He will adopt any 
solution that will keep. himself at the top. 
Uniike Disraeli, Gladstone, and Peel, be nus no 
past to embarrass his future. They were ubie 
to retain power and compe! success by laying 
off their old party garments and gomg for new 
suits to the tailor of the opposition. He is his 
own tailor and can cut his ciothes as he pieases. 
So loug as Toryism remains the most powerful 
idea in the Br.tisn Empire, and so long as he 
can provide incomes for followers. whose 
bereditary fortunes have vanisbed or are van- 
ishing, Be cao remain the most influential man 
in the party that is too deficient in brains to 
get rid of him.

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THE LITTLE COLONY OF BABES wHo | 
NEED THEIR MOTHERS. 

| | 
All Sorts of Infants Cared For Together 
The Cross Ones and the Joyous Ones— 
A Red- Hatred Youngster Who Makes 
Himself at Home—The Absence of 
Animal Maghetism and Ite’ Supposed 
Effect Upon Chiidren—French Foundling 
Institutions. : 
There are forty-five babies now at the Found- 
lings’ Home on Wood street, near the corner 
of Madison, In this not very extensive buiid- 
ing is an epitome of all babydom. Babies good 
and babies bad, babies pretty and babies ugly, 
babies happy and babies sour. But whatever 
their individual antages or disadvantages, | 
they are one and all clothed in the cleanest 
of slips or dresses, they are cradled in the neat- 
est of cribs, and they creep on the best scrubbed 
floors. Here and there a nurse will sit utterly 
surrounded with babies. She will have one in 
each arm, one in the bammock by her side, 
and another in the go-cart at ber feet. One 
will be cooing and another laughing, but it is 


pretty safe to 
count on two of 
them erying. 
These nurses 
seem to take ali 
such complica 
tions guietiy and 
with an imper- 
turbable air. A 
mechanical kind- 
ness is apparent 
in ali they do. The 
youngsters, when 
they are oid 
enough, seem to 
fraternize most 
Kindly. They are 
ali a little shy be- 
fore strangers, and such as know the art creep 
closer together, as if to organize mutual pro- 
tective measures. In the room where the 
largest babies were when visited the blackest 
and the whitest of them all sat contentediy to- 
gether on a quilt, dividime their treasures, 
which consisted of a string of spools, a tia rat- 
tle, a tin box, and a fragment of a doll. 

“ The prettiest and most intelligeut-looking 
babies are taken away almost as soon as they 
dome, said the matron, “which gives the 
chance visitor rather a wrong impression of 

. the babies. Nat- 
urally the sickly 
and wnattractive 
ones are left on 
our bands the 
longest. Thougd 
for the matter of 
that we have lit- 
tle trouble in find- 
ing. homes for 
them. We do not 
think that all who 

| Fe apply for a chiid 

cH gaat should be intrust- 

ed with the care of one. Buct investigations 
as we can we make.” 

Now and then as che walked about one of 
tne babies would stretch out its arms to ber or 
send up a longing cry as she left the room. 

One peculiarity of the youngsters was that 
if one of them slept, however much the tur- 
motl the others made it did not appear to dis- 
turb it. The cribs are of maar sorts, but all 
of them are covered with pretty quilted or 
marseilies coveriets and the iittie sleeping 
faces are stieided with netting. 

“We keep them, the matron replied to a 
question, until they die, or fad a bome for 
them. Of course a great many of them die. 
It is always more 
difficult to raise a 
bottle bab than a 
pursing one, ana 
the majority of 
these are neces 
sarily bottle da- 
bies. Then, too, 
the manner in 
which we get them 
must be taken 
into considera- 
tion. They are 
found on our 
door - steps, or we 
brougat to us dy policemen, and have of 
course suffered more or less exposure at an 
age when exposure is dangerous.” 

There were few really dimpled ones among 
them. But there was one rose, red-headed 
boy, who rolled merrily about on the floor in 
the midst of a m:scellsneous collection of tors. 
and put up bis bead every now and thea like 
an investigative little turtle. He laughed and 
prattied in musical uninteiligiblity quite as if 
he were safe in some home of which be was 
the foremost treasure, with a mother to 
comb bis bright curls and hush bim 
to sleep in her arms. Here 
and there were babies who looked so pitifully 
iil, so hopeless and out of tune with the world, 
that the best thing one could wieh for them 
was that their emaciated little arms might be 
foided over a shroud and their wearr voices 
stilled. They are 
the progeny of 
drunkenness, d's- 
ease, despair, fuil- 
ure, deceit, and 
suffering — else 
why are they 
there? The true 
mother knows no 
reason. She will 
not argue that ber 
child may fad a 
better bome tban 
she can g.ve it, or 
that it is feeble 
and must die, and 


. had therefore better be surrounded with com- 


forts during its short life; she will not argve 
that it may disgrace ber; all she knows is that 
she must keep ber baby! In one respect the 
Foundimgs’ Home is an exception to all sim 
lar iostitutions of the sort. In the nurstries 
connected with the various charitable institu- 
tions of the city the greater part of the babies 
die. An experienced doctor of this city asserts 
that the reason s largely the lack of animal mag- 
netism. The oaby who is under the care of its 
mother is held much, kissed, loved, fed care- 
fully, it sleeps in bec arms, she guards every 
sleeping and waking moment. It draws mug- 
netism, both ant 

mal and mental, 

from ber. Its 

body, brain, beart, 

lungs develop 

under her loving 

culture. It laughs 

apd is taiked to, 

sung to, and 

brightened by 

every device. 

Melancboly will 
make even a man 
Ll, and children are more susccptibie and sen- 
enn ve than men. Therefore the little one who 
is laid in the crib, fed at rerular intervals. and 
passes the long bours biinking at the blank 
wall grows ili for want of cure, of the nourisb- 
ment wi:ch animal contact bas, and of sheer 
loneliness of spirit. To this must be added the 
fuct that it is born of a mother who has suf- 
fered much in mind, or who is vicious. In 
brief, these bab:es are either criminais or the 
victims ot some misforcune. Therefore their 
constitutions are frail to begin with, and both 
brain and body are apt to be below the aver- 
aye strength. The Foundiings’ Home hes cer- 
tain restrictions which save it in a measure 
from the worst of these coneeqyences. It bas 
a bealthy site in a partof the city not too 
closely built up. Its well-known patron and 
organizer, Mr. Shipman, spares po pains 
to. see that the best methods of treat- 
ment are introduced and the best food 
and conditions provided. To these advantages 
is added that of a matron who does more than 
mechanically perform the tasks of a house- 
keeper and director. Sbe brings a warm 
human interest to aid her sense of duty. But, 
in spite of all, the borses that draw the quiet 
bearse know the way weil tw the door of the 
home. What does it matter? The name a 
child bes borne is given to the next who comes. 
Instead of a bundle of restiess humanity there 
is a bundle of quiet clay. There is no erief in 
the thought that «a motherless baby bad died, 
but there is great comtort in the reflection 
tha< ite quice-gorng life was cared for. 

There is no éstabiishment in Cuſcago where 
this business is carried on in the enterprising 
and mechanical manoer that it is in France, 
There, in the cause of economical sociology, 
an effort is made to preserve life. The babies 
—huodreds in number—are put in padded 
boxes from which their beads protrude. They 
are kept in an even temperature by contriv-: 
ances that admit of no error. At stated in- 
tervals they are fed. That is alil And how 
they weep! How they die!

over the presence of eels in large numbers in 
the water mains supplying that district, The 
fact, though well known for five or six years, 
bas assuined fresh importance owing to an al- 
leged cause of typhoid-fever having arisen from 
the use of the water polluted by a dead eel. 
A rigid investigauon, however, by the Water 
Examiner, Sir Francis Bolton, bas devoloped 


the fact that an open sewer ran into 
the house where the disease occurred, 
and that the eink-spout was in 41 
rect communication’ with the same! 
The cel in question bad passed througd & 
%-inch service pipe and was killed by being 
caught in a stob-valve turned outside of the 
house, Dr. Tidy, the eminent authority upon 
sanitary matters,-cives as bis opinion that the 
dead body of a single eel could not produce 
under these circumstances any such results as 
bave been ascribed to it. The waters in anai- 
ysis showed no organie matter. Seven cases 
of stoppages of pipes by the eels bave been 
reported within a tortnight, The origin of the 
troubie is assumed to date from the 
breaking of the filter beds about 6ix 
years ago, when the unfilterei waters 
found their way into the filter basin, and the 
eels entering at the same time could easily 
find their way into the mains and house con- 
nections, where they have multipled greatly. 
Ali efforts to disiodge them have vroved in- 
effectual. Flushing of a pipe for tours bas 
failed to disiodge a single one, The only pos- 
sibie way would be to empty the whole system 
ot 780 miles of mains, thus depriving the whole 
district of the use of water for several days— 
a practical impossibility. A moet remarkable 
fact in connection with the case is that there 
je always a pressure of thirty to 100 pounds on 
the mains, and it is a wonder how the evils can 
stand it. They are said to be quite white and 
blind. 

A new motor intended for use on street rail- 
ways aas been recently patented. A reservoir 
eontaining caustic soda surrounds a steam 
boiler. The soda is at first heated to a bigh 
temperature by means of gas, whereby ail 
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the moisture is driven from it. The heat 


evolved generates the steam, in the boiier, 
which is used by an ordinary engine, The ex- 
haust steam from the engine is then absorbed 
by the cuustic soda until it becomes super 
charged. The beat of combination is sufficient 
to generate steam within the boiler. Durme 
this process the flame is dispensed with. Alter 
the soda becomes saturated with steam beat 
must be again applied to expel the moisture 
and regenerate the anbydrous soda. The 
process ia, therefore, a continuous one. These 
soda moturs are coming into wider use in this 
country and England. 

A valuable process has been recently intro- 
duced into Franve looking to the utilization of 
the suint trom wool. The amount of wool 
consumed in France is about 440,000,000 
pounds, and a large proportion of this (nearly 
one-baif) is waste, mostly suint. It becomes 
@ wetter, therefore, of considerable im- 
portance to abrink this waste, and many fruit- 
less attempts have been made to convert this 
into soap. The fate have, unfortunately, a- 
ways been found non-saponifiable. A. X. 
Robart has, however, recently given outa 
process which, it is claimed, renders the con- 
version into soap possible. The grease is 
simply heated to ite fusing point and treated 
with a current of sulphurated hydrogen gas. 
of which it absorbs about 100 times its own 
bulk. The oils are then saponifiabie and form 
a pleasant, fine-grained soap. The whole 
process consumes about an bour of time, and 
opens upa new and valuable use tor a waste 
product at a relatively very small outlay tor 
necessary working expenses. — 

The last aumber of Science contains some 
interesting notes on the sorgbum-sugar indus- 
irr, as based upon the report in Bulletin No. 7, 
Chemical Division, Department of Agricuiture. 
Thies details the methods of studying surgbhum- 
cane and its products as employed by the 
United States last year at Ottawa, Kas. The 
process differs radically from the old method 
of pressing the cane to extract the juice, as 
the cane is first chipped and then subjected io 
the process of diffusion, whereby the easily- 
cry s@tuilizable sugar ie recovered. This method 
promises to work a revolution in the sugar in- 
dustry, both by admitting to the market a first- 
class product from sorgbum-cane aad also 
cheapening the manufactu:e of sugar from 
the ordinary Southern cane. The Parkinson 
Sugar Company at Fort Scott bas already 
adoptea the method exciusiveiy for making up 
the crop from 800 sores, and representative 
sugar-pianters from the South are present 
studying ite applicability to their industry. 

The new 80-ineh gas-main at Pittsburg is 
said to be the largest ever lad. It is used to 
conduct natural gas inte the city. 

The work of deepening the Seine to a depth 
of three metres (ten feet) bas been finished. 
The river can now be navigated by vesseis of 
about 1.000 tons burden when they are fitted 
with movabie Maste and chimneys for the 
bridges. 

The current year appears to be an excep- 
tional one in the matter of temperature. In 
London in October the thermometer registered 
78° in the shade, But once since the main- 
tenance of existing records has such an Octo- 
der temperature been exceeded, 

It is stated that the first person upon whom 
the degree of Doctor of Medicine was conterred 
hg ga Gordeula, by the college at Asti, 
in 1829. 

The total railway mileage in the United 
States is now 130.334 miles, of which 12.116 
miles, or 9.2 per cent, is narrow gage. It is 
frequentiy affirmed that narrow-gage roads 
“bave seen their best days in this country, 
but these facts would hardly bear out the as- 
sertion. In particular is this true in the West 
and in mountainous or sparsely-settled dis- 
tr ots. 

Gold bas been frequently met with in nature 
beautifully crystallized. The ocrystais are 
commonly octatbaedra, No attempts bave been 
made until recently to produce them artificial- 
ly. Mr. W. N. Allen has observed, however, 
wy by simply allowing a solution of the dou- 

ie chloride of gold and sodium to stand small 
crystalline tablets of metaliic gold are slowly 
deposited. The crystais measure 0.008 inches 
in diameter and reflect ligbt powerfully.

The Supply Decidedly in Excess of the De- 
mand, 

“The time was,” said a well-known artist 
yesterday, “ when it was impossible to obtain 
a model in Chicago for love or money. As the 
city grew, however, the models sprang ito 
existence, or, rather, developed. Now tnere 
ere twenty or thirty models in Chieago who 
bave no other means of making a livelihood, 
Moreover, an advertisement in a newspaper 
now will bring models by the hundred, It was 
only a day or two ago that I wanted a wrist 
and hand—that is, I wanted some one with a 
well-ebaped band and prettily-turned wrist 
to pose for me. None of the models 
whom I kuew possessed these features, 
and I inserted an advertisement in the ness 
papers. I supposed, of course, that some one 
would respond, but when | reached my studio 
at 8 o'clock the next morning I was over- 
whelmed at the result. In the ball were women 
of all ages from 14 to 60, and there were ali 
varieties of wrists and bands. Some were 
clean, while others jooked as if they bad been 
guihtiess of water for months.
